These By-Laws approved by me in the interim of Conclaves 
are on file in detail in the office of the Grand Recorder, and are 
here presented for your final confirmation. 

At the Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery held 
on Oct. 23, 1928, the Finance Committee made the following 
recommendation which was unanimously adopted: 

“That the Finance Committee by and with the consent of 
the Grand Commander be and they are hereby authorized to 
employ some member of the Order who is a Certified Public 
Accountant, to make a complete audit of the books, papers and 
accounts concerning the Educational Fund, from its establish- 
ment to date and to suggest some approved system and method 


of keeping the accounts and records of the Educational Fund 
in general.” 
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In compliance with this reeommendation your Grand Com- 
mander obtained the services of Sir Knight Hollis H. Sawyer, 
a member of Gethsemane Commandery and a Certified Public 
Accountant, to audit the books and papers aforesaid from 
Sept. 30, 1923, to Dec. 17, 1928, a complete report of which is 
now in the hands of the Finance Committee for report at 
this Conclave. 

The Amendment to the Constitution submitted at the 
Annual Conclave on Oct. 23, 1928, for action at this Con- 
clave, amending Article XII, Section 2, was referred to the 
Committee on Jurisprudence for report at this Conclave.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


May 16, 1929. 
To the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 

In accordance with the vote at the Annual Conclave of this 
Grand Commandery October 23, 1928, Certified Public Ac- 
countants were employed to make an audit of the books of 
the Educational Fund and this necessitated an audit of the 
General Fund. 

This audit shows that all expenditures were legally made by 
proper vouchers. It also shows that the amounts collected 
by the Grand Recorder and paid over to the Grand Treasurer 
from the subordinate commanderies agree with the reports of 
the subordinate commanderies and those amounts have been 
traced to the bank deposits of the Grand Treasurer. 

While there have been several errors made, such as two 
small differences in remittances from subordinate command- 
eries and differences in amounts of transfer of funds, yet 
only one item is of importance and that was the failure to 
transfer to the Educational Loan Fund $19,928.75 of the 
assessment for the year ending October 24, 1925. 
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Why this amount was not transferred to the Educational 
Fund at the time due cannot definitely be explained at this 
late date. Apparently both the Educational Committee and 
the Grand Treasurer did not realize that this amount was duc, 
as the Grand Treasurer reported a large balance on hand 
May 13, 1926, and recommended that $10,000.00 be transferred 
to the Grand Fund which was done. All these matters were 
complicated by the retirement at just this period of the then 
Grand Treasurer and the election of the present Treasurer. 
The report further shows that the revenue of the Grand Com- 
mandery has been growing less each of the last five years to 
the extent of $5,000.00 yearly due to lack of candidates. In 
addition several items of unusual character such as contribu- 
tions to the Temple Fund and Flood relief to the extent of 
$2,500.00 have been absorbed by the General Fund. 

The audit demonstrates at the present time that the General 
Fund is not sufficient to reimburse the Educational Fund 
with the amount due, and that some action by the Grand 
Commandery at this time is absolutely necessary. The Grand 
Fund is in a strong condition and taking into consideration the 
fact that it has been augmented by at least $10,000.00 
unnecessarily, we recommend that the resolution to transfer 
$30,000.00 to the General Fund be adopted, at this Conclave. 
This will enable the Grand Commandery to balance its several 
accounts and establish a new starting place. 

We would also call your attention to the fact that the per 
capita tax is insufficient at the present time to maintain the 
Grand Commandery on a sound financial basis. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Grand Com- 
mandery to suggest some approved system and method of 
keeping accounts and records of the Educational Fund in 
general, with the approval of the Grand Commander your 
committee have adopted the suggestions of the Certified 
Public Accountant, so that at the present time, we have an 
interlocking system of bookkeeping between the several 
agencies handling the funds which will enable the Grand 
Commander and the Finance Committee to have a balance 
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sheet of all accounts each month, and practically a complete 
audit at the end of the year. ; Pathos 

We have asked the Certified Public Accountant Sir Knight 
Sawyer to be present at this Conclave and through the Grand 
Commander to answer any and all questions of proper char- 
acter. ; ; 

We further recommend that a certified public accountant 
be employed to audit the accounts of this Grand Command- 
ery each year.

COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 
Provence, R. I. May 16, 1929. 


To Grand Commandery: 
The Address of the Grand Commander has been referred to 


this committee according to law. It is short and to the point 
and contains all that the Order requires at this time. The 
address is in order and contains no recommendations or 
debatable questions. He is to be congratulated upon the 
success of his administration thus far, particularly his 
painstaking attention to all the various affairs of Grand Com- 
mandery and the multitudinous details of his office. It is safe 
to say that no Grand Commander has ever attended and that 
no Grand Commander ever will attend as many Inspections 
and social occasions, for obvious reasons. We recommend the 
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report be received, by-laws approved and address printed 
in the Proceedings. So ordered. 


Re: Amendment to Constitution Art. XII, Sec. II. See 
separate Report. 


Re: Resolution offered in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion Art. IX. Sec. 3. 


“The Trustees are hereby authorized and instructed to 
transfer to the General Fund a Sum not exceeding 30,000 
Dollars at such times and in such manner as may be 
directed and ordered by the Grand Commander.” 


This Resolution is in proper form and order. The Report 
of the Committee on Finance containing the audit of the 
accounts of the Grand Treasurer and The Educational 
Foundation for a number of years has this day been submitted 
for your information. The Report discloses that all expendi- 
tures have been made and accounted for by proper vouchers. 
Owing, however, to rebates from Grand Encampment occur- 
ting some years ago, not being transferred to the Educational 
Foundation at the time, there is due a matter of something 
less than 20,000 Dollars. This item has been absorbed in the 
General Fund without the knowledge of recent Grand Officers 
that it belonged to the Educational Foundation. 

The General Fund is not sufficient at this time to rebate 
this amount. We also find that during the period in question 
10,000 Dollars was taken from the General Fund and trans- 
ferred to the Permanent Fund, and that other funds for 
emergencies and charity was paid out of the Gencral Fund 
instead of the Permanent Fund, as it properly should have 
been. We find also that the general conditions of lack of 
candidates has reduced the annual revenue of the General 
Fund by approximately 5,000 Dollars yearly. 

The 10,000 Dollars mentioned should never have been trans- 
ferred to the Permanent Fund, under the conditions existing, 
and thus fully one half of the amount asked for most properly 
belongs to the general fund, instead of being allotted to the 
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Permanent Fund under the hasty and unfortunate impression 
that the General Fund was at that time too large and that 
these funds were not required for any other purpose. 

Although not a subject matter of this Resolution it seems 
most appropriate that your attention be called to the fact 
that our present per capita Tax intended for general expenses 
is most modest and is largely exceeded by every Grand Com- 
mandery comparable to ours, as will be shown by the state- 
ment submitted herewith. In 1917, twelve years ago you 
increased the per capita by 25 cents, to cover the Inspection 
expenses. Since which time the Inspection expense proper 
has never exceeded 20 cents per capita. Thus in all these 
years you have had the advantage of five cents only over the 
per capita of long years ago. All this in the face of rapidly 
rising cost of living, public and private, an increased cost 
amounting under a moderate estimate of more than double 
compared with ten years ago. Our Grand Commandery has 
been run comparatively on a very economical basis, salaries 
are small, we do not pay mileage and per diem and we do not 
absorb our revenue in costly parades and celebrations as per- 
tains in other Grand Commanderies. Plainly our present 
Per Capita is insufficient to maintain a proper standing of any 
Grand Commandery, more especially a Grand Commandery 
of our size, the old and proudest of all Grand Commanderies. 
Consideration should be given this matter at once. Our 
Permanent Fund is in excellent condition. One of its objects 
is to meet conditions as at present. For all these reasons we 
heartily recommend the passage of the Resolution.

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To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and Appendant 

Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 

Re: Amendment to Constitution, Article XII, Section 2. 

The suggested Amendment of a new Section 2 to Article NII 
of the Constitution presents five changes to our present law. 

First. Returns of Subordinate Commanderies to be made 
on or before October first instead of September first. 

Second. Returns to cover roll of Officers, Members and 
Candidates up to and including August 31st instead of June 30th. 

Third. Making the Annual Dues of Commanderies fifty 
cents instead of one dollar and fifty cents. 

Fourth. Making a conditional assessment of one dollar for 
Educational purposes separate from the Annual Dues. 

Fifth. Making the penalty for failing to file Return effective 
October first instead of September first. 

Discussing these seriatim, we find that the first change 
would practically have us revert to our former law which 
provided that Annual Returns should be made “on or before 
the tenth day of October.” This old law was a never ending 
source of trouble. Reports were delayed and if the Annual 
Conclave occurred even in the middle of October, it was some- 
times necessary to omit late Returns on account of the Annual 
examination by the Finance Committee and explanations of 


‘delays were offered due to the closing date being too near the 


Annual Conclave. 

(See Proceedings 1924, 1926, 1927.) 

The Annual Conclave may be held any day in October and 
if the Grand Commander should decide to call it during the 
first few days, complete Returns would be almost impossible. 
Furthermore, the Educational assessment is needed the first 
part of September to cover entrance fees, ete. and the duea- 
tional Committee have several times reported that their work 
was seriously hindered, if not stopped, by the delay in ob- 
taining the fund needed for the September disbursement. 

(See Educational Committee Report Proceedings 1926 and 
1928.) 

The rules governing the functioning of the Trustees of the 
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Educational Fund provide for expenditures for the year be- 
ginning September first, and that they make report for the 
year ending September first. 

(See law adopted by Grand Commandery October, 1926.) 

In fact, the Educational Committee have even urged that 
the payment be made on or before July first of each year. 

(See Proceedings 1926, page 111.) 

The suggested change would reopen all of these difficulties 
and this Grand Commandery can function better, and surely 
the Educational Committee can carry on its work to better 
advantage, by continuing to have Returns made September 
first as they have been, during the last two years. 

The second change calls for Returns as of August 31st 
instead of June 30th. This also, is a retrograde suggestion. 
The Constitution and Statutes of the Grand Encampment 
provide that Grand Commanderies shall make Returns and pay 
Dues on members of record preceding July first of each year. 

(See Constitution Grand Encampment Article XV Sec- 
tion 69. Also Statutes Grand Encampment, Section 259.) 

The Educational money is payable July first of each year 
and is assessed ‘‘on each member on the rolls of each Grand 
Commandery” as of July first annually. 

(See Proceedings of Grand Encampment 1922.) 

We must comply with this requirement and cannot, there- 
fore, change our Return date to August 31st. 

The third and fourth changes divide our present Dues into 
a fifty cent per capita and a dollar conditional assessment. 
There appears no need at the present time for such a division 
of our Dues. We are committed, at least during the present 
Triennial period, to the continuance of the Educational pro- 
gram. The collection of the dollar per capita is now manda- 
tory. We cannot foresee the action of Grand Encampment 
and even though it should change its law in this respect, 
jt is surely within reason that this great forward movement 
will, in some manner, be retained. 

Tf the Grand Encampment should transfer the authority for 
making the assessment to Grand Commanderies as was sug-

gested in Seattle, this amendment would entirely defeat the 
continuance of the Educational program for the reason that 
Grand Encampment meets in June or July and we could not 
take action until October, and as our Dues are payable Sep- 
tember first, or October first, under the amendment, in cither 
case we would be deprived of that year’s Dues or assessments, 
if this amendment prevails. For this reason alone, the as- 
sessment should not be based upon the action of the Grand 
Encampment, but rather upon the voice of this Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The fifth point makes the penalty coincide with the date of 
Return. This needs no comment. If the amendment is 
effective, the penalty clause is proper; if it fails, of course, this 
part of it is also void. 

The present law was unanimously adopted by this Grand 
Commandery in Annual Conclave after having been submitted 
for full discussion at the preceding Semi-Annual Conclave. 
It is working satisfactorily to this Grand Body, the Officers 
and Committees whose proper functioning depends upon its 
compliance. 

All in all, your Committee on Jurisprudence believes that 
the amendment is ill advised, that part of it, at least, is con- 
trary to the laws of Grand Encampment, that it would be a 
source of trouble and difficulty in handling our reports, 
Finance and the Educational program, and while it is properly 
before us for action, in the opinion of your Committee, the 
best interests of this Grand Commandery will be served by 
refusing to adopt the proposed amendment.

R.:.E..Clarence E. Burleigh, Grand Commander ordered 
this Semi-Annual Conclave to ‘‘Attention” while the following 
memorial was read :— 
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GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
OFFICE OF THE GRAND MASTER 


Cnuicaco, ILLtNots, January 25, 1929. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, and to all Fraters of 
Our Obedience: 

The line of officers of the Grand Encampment has been broken, and 
with sorrow I announce the passing of our greatly beloved Right 
Eminent Grand Treasurer, 

BERNARD GRATZ WITT 

on January 5, 1929, at the ripe age of eighty-one years, following a 

very brief illness. 

Sir Knight Witt was born at Madisonville, Kentucky, August 12, 
1847. In 1862 he moved to Evansville, Indiana, where his father 
was engaged in the wholesale dry-goods business. Young Bernard 
was educated in the common and high schools of that city, and re- 
ceived his training in business at the desk and behind the counter 
in his father’s establishment. In 1866, he moved to Henderson, 
Kentucky, at which placed he lived until his death. For a time, he 
engaged in the export tobacco trade, after which he began the 
business of banking. In 1890, he organized the Ohio Valley Banking 
& Trust Company at Henderson, of which he was eventually made 
President, serving in that capacity for many years. About two 
years before his death, he expressed a desire to retire from active 
business life, but was persuaded by his associates to accept the 
Chairmanship of the Board of Directors of the institution to which 
he had devoted so many years of his life. He yielded, and in that 
capacity continued an active interest in the institution until he 
passed away. : 

Sir Knight Witt was one of the most widely known and best 
beloved Masons of his native state. He was made a Mason in 
Jerusalem Lodge No. 9, the oldest Lodge in Kentucky, June 12, 
1872, and retained his membership in that body until he died. 
He received the Capitular Degrees in Henderson Chapter No. 65 
in 1872. He was made a Royal and Select Master in February, 1879, 
and was dubbed and created a Knight Templar in Henderson Com- 
mandery No. 14 in June, 1873. He received the Scottish Rite 
Degrees up to the 324 in the Grand Consistory of Kentucky in 1887, 
and was made a Knight Commander, Court of Honor, in October, 
1890. He received the 334, Honorary, in February, 1893. 

During his life of service, Sir Knight Witt was a sincere friend and 
ardent supporter of the Masonic Widows and Orphans Home of 
Kentucky. He served as Master of Jerusalem Lodge No. 9, as High 
Priest of Henderson Royal Arch Chapter, and as Eminent Com- 
mander of Henderson Commandery No. 14. He successively filled 
several stations in the Grand Commandery of Kentucky, and was 
elected Grand Commander in 1884. In 1885, he was elected Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge, F. & A. M., of Kentucky, and became 
Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter. He was also a member of 
the Royal Order of Scotland, and a Knight Companion of the Red 
Cross of Constantine. ‘ 

In 1891, Sir Knight Witt was elected General Grand Master of 
the Second Veil in the General Grand Chapter, Royal Arch Masons 
of the United States. He thereafter filled various offices, and in 
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September, 1912, he was elected General Grand High Priest. He 
was a member of the special committee of three which revised and 
wrote the present Ritual of the General Grand Chapter, which was 
adopted at Minneapolis in 1891, and which has been in use ever since. 

Our Frater rendered distinguished service in the Order of Knights 
Templar. At the Conclave of the Grand Encampment held in 
Boston in 1895, he was appointed a member of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence of the Grand Encampment, and continuously served 
as a member of that committee until 1907, when he became its 
Cheirman, in which capacity he served until 1925. With other 
members of that committee, he wrote the present Constitution and 
Statues of the Grand Encampment, which were adopted at the 
Triennial in Chicago in 1910. At Seattle, in 1925, Sir Knight Witt 
was elected Grand Treasurer of the Grand Encampment. He was 
reelected at Detroit in 1928, and was Grand Treasurer at the time 
of his death. 

Sir Knight Witt was a man of strong religious affiliations. He 
early united with the Presbyterian Church, and for many years 
prior to his death had been an Elder in the First Church of that 
denomination in Henderson. He served for many years as Super- 
intendent of its Sunday School, and at the time of his death he was 
teacher of the Women’s Bible Class. 

Our Frater was deeply interested in the welfare of young people. 
He devoted much of his time and effort to the organization of the 
Chapter of De Molay at Henderson, which Body, when formed, was 
named after him. 

It has been well said of our Frater that ‘‘he was one of the out- 
standing men of Henderson, taking a leading part in his chosen 
religion, in business life, and in society. . . . He will be affection- 
ately Temembered as a man who was always ready to help his fellow 

In October, 1868, Sir Knight Witt was married to Miss Eliza 
Hopkins. Mrs. Witt died a number of years ago. One son, William 
Hopkins Witt, who died in 1895, and one daughter, now Mrs. James 
L. Lambert, were born to them. Mrs. Lambert and two grand- 
daughters, Misses Elizabeth and Lucie H. Lambert, survive. 

The funeral of our deceased Frater was attended by many promi- 
nent business men and Masons. The Grand Encampment was rep- 
resented by R.*.E.". Andrew D. Agnew, Grand Senior Warden, and 
R..E.. Adrian Hamersly, Grand Recorder. 

Sir Knight Witt was a man of wide experience and deep learning. 
He traveled extensively, and rounded out a character for which all 
who knew him loved and honored him. He was a warm-hearted 
and genial friend. In business, as in all other lines, he was a man of 
marked integrity, He gained success only through practicing the 
utmost honesty and in accord with the highest ideals. Of him it 
might well have been written: 


“T’d like to think when life is done 
That I had filled a needed post, 
That here and there I’d paid my fare 
With more than idle talk and boast. 
That I had taken gifts divine, 
The breath of life and manhood fine, 
And tried to use them now and then 
In service for my fellow men.”

Official Circular No. 2, series 1928-1929, Subject: Instruc- 
tions to Commanders and Recorders concerning ‘Notices, 
Reports on deaths, dispensations, Ritual and Tactics, Identi- 
fication Cards etc., was sent to all Commanders and Recorders. 

Grand Encampment General Order No. 2 concerning “‘Form 
of Petition 'for the Orders”—‘‘Discouragement of demits,” 
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“Committees on collection of dues” “itemizing educational 
dollar on bills” etc., was properly and promptly promulgated 
to Constituent Commanderies. 

General Order No. 1, series 1928-1929 subject: Membership 
outside forty mile limit etc., was mailed to Constituent 
Commanderies, November 5, 1928. 

General Order No. 2, series 1928-1929, Subject: Return of 
old rituals was issued March 12, 1929. Copies of these official 
documents are on file in the Grand Recorder’s office. 


ATTENDANCE 


A Survey on attendance at Stated Conclaves of all the Com- 
manderies in our Jurisdiction shows an average of less than 
ten per cent. This brings up the question of what can be 
done to attract the Sir Knights to their respective Command- 
erles and assume their part of responsibility and labor. It

DECISIONS 


I have been asked many questions relating to Templar law 
and usage, but generally a reference to our Constitution or to 
the Statutes of the Grand Encampment has been sufficient to 
answer or explain them.

Subsequent to the contribution of $5,000 in 1928 by this 
Grand Commandery toward the support of Juniper Hall, I am 
pleased to report that further contributions from our Con- 
stituent Commanderies amounting to $2,384 were received 
and handed to the Most Worshipful Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, acknowledgment for which 
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was made directly by the Most Worshipful Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge to the several contributors. 

This constitutes a splendid spirit of co-operation on the part 
of this Grand Commandery with our Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge, and must convince our Grand Master of our readiness 
at all times, to give our support in any such worthy cause. 


TEMPLAR SERVICE 


For the purpose of closer co-operation with the various 
Grand Bodies of the York and Scottish Rites, that there may 
be no duplication of Templar Service work, we have followed 
the desire of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, by appointing 
committees to carry on this important work. 

There have been several instances when the Grand Lodge 
has turned over to this office certain cases which have been 
followed to a conclusion, and reported back to the Grand 
Lodge service department. 

This line of work is still in its progressive stage and much 
can be expected of it, to which this Grand Commandery 
pledges its very best thought and effort.

INSPECTIONS 


Accompanied by the Grand Warder, E.-.Sir Leon L. Allen, 
it was my privilege to have been present at forty-two Inspec- 
tions during the Templar year now closing. 

A number of the Commanderies, as in previous years, have 
followed their Inspections with a Knight Templar Ball, with 
a public Inspection and Review, and it has not proved to be a 
financial success. It also detracts somewhat from the In- 
spections, and in many instances, Sir Knights have attended 
the Ball without previously appearing at the Asylum in uni- 
form for the Official Count. 

While I do not disapprove of this feature, I would suggest, 
however, that the Commanderies contemplating holding such 
an affair, look into the matter thoroughly before carrying it 
into effect. 

Jt has been noticed that some of the Commanderies have 
completed their work before dinner on Inspection night, thus 
depriving many visiting Sir Knights, who are unable to arrive 
at the Asylum early, from witnessing the work. 
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I, therefore, recommend that no Commandery in this Grand 
Jurisdiction be allowed to complete the work before dinner 
on Inspection night. 

A full and detailed report of the Inspections will be given 
by our Inspector Instructor, R.:.E .-.Sir Frederick I. Dana, who, 
as you all know, is responsible for the perfection of our In- 
spection System, and to whom we are greatly indebted. 


INSPECTING OFFICER'S REPORT 


Being highly in favor of the Visitation Report form which 
was prepared by my predecessor, I instructed the Division 
Commanders to make a preliminary visit to each of the Com- 
manderies in their respective Divisions, and fill in the visita- 
tion report prior to February first, instead of December 31st, 
as in the previous year, thus extending the time one month, 
giving them a better opportunity to examine into the affairs 
of each Commandery. 

These reports were most gratifying as they showed a con- 
tinued improvement in every respect. 

At that time most of the Commanderies were using the 
Identification Card, as required by the Grand Commandery, 
and the rest assured their Division Commander that they 
would comply with the Order at their next Conclave. 

Contrary to Proceedings of 1928, one duplicate Charter 
remained uncertified, that of Connecticut Valley Commandery 
No. 23. As soon as it was reported by the Division Com- 
mander, the same was duly attested, dated and sealed by the 
Grand Recorder. 

There were comparatively few errors in connection with 
these reports, which were of minor importance, and were 
immediately rectified. 

I wish to compliment the Division Commanders on their 
thorough Inspection work. 

I recommend that this form of Visitation Report be con- 
tinued. 
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PUBLIC INSTALLATIONS 


I would strongly recommend that, whenever practicable, 
the various Commanderies encourage the feature of Public 
Installations, for the reason that such events offer an oppor- 
tunity for Blue Lodge and Chapter Masons with their families 
to attend and witness some of the beauties of our Installation 
ceremonies, with the possible effect, that such may be en- 
couraged to petition for the Orders. 

These Public Installations need not necessarily involve 
much expense, but can be developed along social lines, which 
will make for a very pleasing evening, and a broadening of 


acquaintance, thus stimulating good feeling between the York 
Rite Bodies, 


FINANCES 


I especially recommend that you give your closest atteniion 
to the report and recommendations of the Committee on 
Finance, which has employed a Certified Public Accountant, 
who has introduced a splendid system of accounting, which 
calls for a Trial Balance monthly and which has worked out 
in this administration very satisfactorily. 

T suggest that a copy of the Trial Balance be sent to the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee also, each month, that 
they may be informed of the financial condition, as well as is 
your Grand Commander. 


THIS MONTH’S KNIGHTS TEMPLARS 


The reaction from the issuance of “This Month’s Knights 
Templars” by the members of those Commanderies which 
have subseribed for it has shown more favorable comment 
than was at first anticipated. 

Twenty-two Commanderies are taking this paper monthly, 
mailing them with their regular notices, and have expressed 
much benefit through arousing new interest in their ranks. 
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It would seem a very practical thing to do, if all of the 
Commanderies would subscribe for it, thereby working in 
closer contact with this Grand Commandery, with the result, 
I feel, that a new interest would be stimulated, so far as con- 
cerns those Templars who do not attend their Conclaves 
regularly. 


TEMPLAR LUNCHEONS 


Beginning in January, 1929, this Grand Commandery 
caused to be established a Templar Luncheon, to be held on 
the second Thursday of each month at the Boston City Club, 
for the purpose of bringing into closer relationship and contact 
the Templars of this Grand Jurisdiction, when an hour at 
noon could be spent to the profit of all those who might wish 
to attend. 

This movement was confronted with some misgivings, but 
much to our satisfaction and pleasure these have proved ex- 
ceptionally attractive, and have been very well attended. 

The programs have consisted of splendid music and some 
outstanding speaker, who has brought messages of real value 
to us and has definitely demonstrated that the time spent at 
the luncheons has been of real profit as well as of pleasure. 

Beginning in September, the day was changed from the 
second Thursday to the second Friday monthly, and I am 
pleased to state that in conference with my successor, arrange- 
ments have been made whereby these luncheons will con- 
tinue through his administration. 

It is my opinion as well as my wish that before the coming 
Templar season ends, that the Auditorium of the Boston City 
Club will be filled to capacity each month. 

This feature, which perhaps may be termed as modernizing 
the Templar field of activities, has already received very 
favorable comments from several of our Sister Jurisdictions, 
and I am informed that they are watching this movement 
with much interest. 

One can readily appreciate that as soon as the traveling men 
from other Jurisdictions, who are Templars, learn of it, we 
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may expect these to visit with us, thereby opening an oppor- 
tunity for a very welcome contact, and in this connection, I 
am pleased to state that we have entertained men from New 
Hampshire, Maine, New York, Georgia and Missouri. 

My hope is, that these meetings will continue to grow in a 
large measure. 

May I at this time express my sincere appreciation to our 
Grand Recorder, E..Sir Martin J. Pleschinger, for his earnest 
zeal and untiring effort to make these Templar Luncheons a 
success.

The Outstanding high lights of the day’s Outing I wish to 
emphasize are that the children of Gloucester numbering 
several hundred, were given ice cream and ginger ale all of 
the afternoon, without limit, thereby contributing much 
happiness to these little people. 

Through the assistance of the Salvation Army, many boxes 
of luncheon were contributed and sent to the poor families 
in Gloucester, that they might feel the spirit of joy which 
was ours on that day. 

In passing I want to mention that the Pathe News not only 
took pictures of the various events, but through their gener- 
osity caused these moving pictures to be exhibited in all of the 
theatres which they serve throughout the United States. 

This particular feature, I feel was well worth our effort and 
expense, in that they have called to the attention of hundreds 
of thousands of Theatregoers, in pictures, the dignity and 
splendid manhood of the Sir Knights of this Grand Jurisdiction.

And now, Sir Knights, in a short time my Jewel of Office, 
with which you invested me one year ago, will pass to my 
successor. I desire to express to each and every Sir Knight

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 
1929 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 


This great educational undertaking of the Knights ‘Templars 
of the United States has now been in operation for full five 
years. Its magnitude and importance are beeoming more 
apparent to the fraters and better understood by them, and a 
larger proportion of the applications now originate from 
Masonic sources. 

This is as it should be. Though distinctions of sex, color or 
ereed do not and should not govern the allotment of our funds 
devoted to the furtherance of education, the fraters who fur- 
nish the money will unquestionably feel that something is 
wrong if their children are obliged to forego opportunities 
granted freely to others who may have no connection whatever 
with the Fraternity. 

In this aspect of their duty your committee has had several 
perplexing cases to consider, and has settled them with due 
regard to the interests of both the individual and the Order. 

A searching character examination precedes the granting of 
a loan. School and community references are obtained and 
the commanderies local to the applicants are interrogated. 
Strange to say it is the reports from the commanderies that. 
are frequently the slowest to return. If the officials involved 
could realize and appreciate how their delay slows up the work 
of the Board, often to the embarrassment of the applicants, 
fewer follow-up requests would have to be sent out. The Board 
courteously asks early attention to its letters to Recorders. 

In the stories told to the committee by the young people 
who are seeking loans it is striking to notice their very frequent 
ignorance of the value of money and their lack of appreciatio 
of the burden imposed by debt. Many of them would, if 
unchecked, load themselves down with obligations which would 
hamper and depress them for years after leaving college. Your 
committee deeply feels the responsibilities of its connection 
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with this great educational movement and desires to be a force 
for good in character building. We are acting upon the belief 
that it is our task to counsel such applicants to curb their 
desires or to break into their course with an earning period. 
One-half the men and one-fourth the women in the colleges 
and universities of the country are working and thus paying or 
helping to pay for their education. Colleges and universities 
to the number of 282 are lending more than $4,000,000 annually 
to deserving students and a hundred independent agencies 
maintain loan funds for aiding students in college. Besides 
these aids the college students themselves, by their own efforts 
and labor, produced more than $33,000,000 during term time 
inarecent year. In general, students and faculties both favor 
a reasonable amount of employment, if a student needs finan- 
cial assistance. It is no kindness to a student to allow his debt 
to mount up during his college course to a staggering total. 

In its earlier years conditions permitted your committee to 
be more liberal than it has found it possible or desirable to be 
of late. And yet, though its policy requires rigid inspection of 
the amounts applied for, it is still granting loans of greater size 
than it can continue to grant and greater than are being made 
in other Grand Commandery jurisdictions. The average loans 
made upon the last 191 applications was $278.27. A compila- 
tion of 2029 loans made in 36 other jurisdictions shows an 
average of $199.11 or $79.16 less than ours. This comparison 
shows that our applications are more exigent or our committee 
more “easy” than in other jurisdictions. 

As reported elsewhere a strict examination of the financial 
relations of the Board with the Grand Commandery has been 
made during the year by a certified public accountant with 
results distinctly advantageous to the Educational Foundation. 
Tn consequence of this and of the return by the Grand Encamp- 
ment of monies formerly remitted to it more students have 
been aided this year than in any former year. As the years go 
by and repayments of loans are made, the ability to grant 
assistance will naturally increase. 

This statement emphasizes the fact that the business of the 
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Foundation is growing and requires more and more careful 
attention. If the Fund is to serve to build character, it must 
not be dangled as a bait before youth nor passed out carelessly 
to young people who have not learned how hard it is to earn a 
dollar and how difficult it is to save. Its obligations must not 
be permitted to be disregarded when due. Promises made to 
secure a loan are moral obligations that for the good of the 
student must be insisted upon. To do all this requires a vast 
amount of work that would be undreamed of by one not 
acquainted with actual conditions. This work falls upon the 
Executive Secretary, whose fitness for it and success in it are 
outstanding and for whom the Trustees have deep appreciation. 

A comprehensive idea of the work of the year can be obtained 
from the detailed reports of the Executive Secretary and of the 
Secretary-Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-TREASURER OF THE 
KNIGHTS TEMPLARS EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 


In presenting my report of cash receipts and disbursements 
for the period just ended, I feel a few comments upon it are 
due you. 

It is to be noted that this report covers all transactions made 
from the date of my last report, namely, September 1, 1928 to 
September 30, 1929, whereas the Grand Treasurer’s report is 
for a period from October 15, 1928 to September 30, 1929. I 
have, therefore, shown one total of the transactions made prior 
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to October 15, 1928 and another total for the remainder of the 
period. 

Hitherto, it has been the custom of the Board of Trustees to 
close their books on September first, before the beginning of 
the fall term of the colleges. As the Grand Commandery year 
ends October first, it seemed expedient for the Board to change 
its closing date to conform to that of the Grand Officers, 
thereby lessening the confusion of a variance in figures. 

Directly after last year’s report was compiled the Grand 
Treasurer transmitted to the Foundation $19,866.75, being an 
amount returned by the Grand Encampment, through the 
Grand Recorder, on assessments for the years 1925, 1926 and 
1927. As this refund was for a three-year period, the Board 
of Trustees of the Educational Foundation voted that the 
amount should be pro-rated for use over a similar period. 
Accordingly, one-third of the amount was disbursed on loans 
for the college year beginning September, 1928 and ending 
June, 1929, and one-third is being used for loans for the current 
college year Just beginning, the remaining third is reserved for 
expenditure during the year 1930-31. 

I believe it is understood that 75% only of the assessments 
from the commanderies is paid over directly to the Educational 
_ Foundation annually, the other 25% being paid to the Grand 
SM ta It is this percentage which was refunded in 
oe eer loans made for the college year, September, 1928 
oe ne, 1929, were $28,525. The loans approved to date for 
is year total $23,425 on which $11,812.50 has already been 
paid, the balance of $11,612.50 is payable in January. From 
the foregoing it will be seen that loans were passed up to the 
full amount of the assessment for each year plus one-third of 
the Grand Encampment refund. A few applications were with- 
drawn after approval, which brings the amount loaned for 1929 
slightly below the quota. The payments from students have 
been sufficient to defray all expenses of administration with a 


small surplus which has been added to the amount available 
for loans. 
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It is difficult to determine in advance the exact amount which 
will be received from students, therefore it has seemed unwise 
to plan on these repayments in making up our loan budget for 
the fall, but it has seemed safe to rely upon them to cover 
monthly expenses. Whenever a surplus exists it is added to 
the amount available for loans. 

Our budget for September, 1929 was $25,000. As the appli- 
cations filed prior to August first exceeded this sum it was 
necessary to reduce many of them in amount. This reduction 
has in every instance been made only after careful deliberation, 
due consideration being given to the earning capacity of the 
student, the amount of tuition, room and board, or if living at 
home, commuting rates, home help, etc. The number and 
amount of previous loans is also a determinant as the Board 
believes it unfair to a student’s future to encourage him to 
borrow too heavily, thereby starting his career with too great 
a financial handicap. : 

Recently there has been transferred from the Grand Fund 
to the Educational Foundation the sum of $20,193.50, an 
amount, which through error, had not been transmitted in a 
prior year. 

This money had not been received when the September 
budget was estimated, nor has there been an opportunity since 
its receipt for the Board to take formal action upon its disposi- 
tion. The possibility of receiving such an amount, however, 
was discussed at the last Board meeting and at that time it’ 
appeared to be the consensus of opinion that should the money 
be received it would be unwise to expend the full amount in 
any one year. By so doing, a precedent would be established 
which could not be maintained, and it would be sounder 
financing to use, probably, one-third of it this year, and the 
balance in the two subsequent years. Be it understood that 
this is a tentative plan only, final action will be taken at the 
next Board meeting in November. 

It is the purpose of the Board gradually to evolve a method 
of financing which will enable it to establish a uniform amount 
of money which may be annually disbursed. Thus far repay- 
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ments have not been sufficiently large greatly to increase the 
Fund, but eventually the fund will become truly a revolving 
one. When this is achieved, students’ payments will be com- 
paratively staple and of an amount which will permit their use 
to be anticipated. 

With the extra funds now in hand we shall be in a position 
to consider in January new applications filed by students re- 
quiring aid in their second college semester. If a reserve is 
maintained this policy can be continued. The fall quota can 
be estimated at approximately $25,000 if the full amount of 
assessments are paid over to the Foundation. It must be 
borne in mind that all estimates must be subject to the circum- 
stances peculiar to the period during which they are to be 
disbursed. 

I hope these details have not been boresome, but I wished 
the Sir Knights to understand the magnitude of this project 
and to realize the responsibility of wisely administering a Fund 
which is annually becoming greater. I also wished a clear 
understanding of the increase in the cash balance and the plans 
formulated for its ultimate distribution. 

Permit me to thank each and every one who has in any way 
contributed to the success of this work and to express my 
gratitude to my associates for their unfailing friendly and 
helpful co-operation.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF 
EDUCATIONAL EDUCATION 


To the Trustees, Knights Templars Educational Foundation, 
Henry H. Harris, Chairman: 


It is with pleasure and satisfaction that I submit my annual 
report as Executive Secretary. 

During the year our Fund has considerably increased in 
amount owing to the repayment from the Grand Encampment 
of the one-fourth of each year’s assessment for the three years 
elapsed between the Triennial Conclave 1925-27, also by the 
reimbursement by the Grand Commandery of an assessment 
which by error was not transmitted to Fund. To rightly 
apportion this increase one-third of this Grand Encampment 
repayment was added to the amount usually available for use 
in 1929. This increase has enabled us to render service to more 
students than ever before, which has been of benefit both to 
the students and our Fund. 

It is interesting to note that even with an increase, the re- 
quests for assistance exceeded the allotment by more than four 
thousand dollars. This is remarkable in view of the fact that 
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there are many educational loan funds in our State and Nation 
for the purpose of assisting students in colleges on similar lines 
to our own, to say nothing of the many small funds in High 
Schools and Colleges. Truly we have entered a large field of 
service and youth is provided with means of assistance such as 
never before offered. 

Our total loans now amount to $114,503.45, embraced in 
347 accounts. Our repayments, while considerably increased, 
do not as yet make ours a revolving Fund as is intended and 
ultimately expected. The payments made this year are from 
54% of those whose payments are due in part, while only two 
loans of those due to complete the repayment, remain unpaid. 
We have found it advisable to charge off five accounts which 
we have become convinced are uncollectable. This is a very 
small proportion both in number and amount. We have only 
seven doubtful cases at present but as we are still in touch with 
these beneficiaries we have not considered them as loss. 

Some definite action, however, will soon have to be taken in 
regard to deficient payments so that your Executive can have 
authority to use more persuasive language. It is possible that 
the publication of the names in Masonic circles and a list sent 
to the college from which the students graduated would have 
a salutary effect. It is true we do not have many delinquents, 
but as a dean of one of our colleges writes—“It is a shame that 
anyone should neglect repayment and it is a reflection on the 
college training as well as on the character of the student.” 
Of course we should always bear in mind that we are not in the 
business of loaning money but are trying to render a service. 

That our service is appreciated may be indicated from the 
following extracts from a few of many letters received at our 
office from both students and colleges. 

From a recent graduate: 

“College seems a part of the past but it is a happy memory. 
Iam so glad that I was able to go all four years. I certainly 
appreciate the help received from the Knights Templars Fund 
which enabled me to complete my course. I thank you for 
your kind interest in me.” 
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From a Dean of College: 

“The College very much appreciates the assistance that your 
organization is giving to our students and I assure you the two 
students whose warrants are here acknowledged are highly 
deserving of aid.” 

From a student receiving aid: 

“T wish to thank you for the aid given me by this loan. You 
cannot imagine what such aid means, and what a great feeling 
of gratitude came over me when I received your letter.” 


From a student making his final payment: 

“May I take this opportunity to thank the gentlemen of 
your organization for their charming spirit of co-operation.” 

Such letters as above referred to can be multiplied many 
times from our files. 

At the last Triennial it was thought wise by those of the 
Grand Encampment Educational Foundation Committee and 
many State Chairmen, to issue certificates of honorary mem- 
bership to the Foundation to all who paid their loans in full and 
who were found proficient in their college work. We have used 
five of these and more are now in process, to be sent to the 
students when proper signatures are attached. These certifi- 
cates are beautifully engraved and are furnished by the Educa- 
tional Committee of the Grand Encampment. 

Another addition made by this Grand Encampment Com- 
mittee is the furnishing of a pocket, cloth-covered edition of 
the Book of Proverbs, to be sent to “each student at time loan 
is made.” 

The correspondence necessary to complete the investigation 
of each application is tremendous in volume and requires con- 
stant attention. In addition, we often find it necessary to send 
two, three and sometimes four requests for answers to our 
inquiries. There is a continual flow of correspondence between 
the Executive and the student and the college, most of which 
is of a personal nature. This is done to carry out the ideal of 
Knight Templar service and courtesy. 

As our service extends and the beneficiaries increase in num- 
ber, we are finding it necessary to increase the amount of atten- 
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tion to each individual case and as the matter of repayment is 
so divided as to be due once each year for four years, it can 
easily be seen that the 347 accounts require constant scrutiny 
and care. 

It has been a source of pleasure to your Executive to receive 
a number of calls from Sir Knights who have interested them- 
selves in the working of the Foundation. In this connection 
I would say that the office is always glad to welcome any Sir 
Knight who may desire to have the working of their contribu- 
tion to the Foundation explained. 

I am more conscious than ever of the grave responsibility 
which is mine as Executive Secretary and I am more and more 
impressed with the opportunity for service which the office 
presents and can plainly see that this service might increase 
many fold if more time could be given to the work. 

I appreciate to the full the good fortune I have in being 
associated in this work with such honorable, careful and cour- 
teous men as compose the Board of Trustees. I thank them 
for their co-operation and courtesy. My thanks are also due 
to my office assistant who so carefully compiles the records. 

I attach to this, statistics which show the condition of the 
Fund as my accounts reveal.

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COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


Provivence, R. I., Oct. 15, 1929, 


To the Grand Commandery: 

The Amendments as submitted in the notice of this Annual 
Conclave and proposed by E.-.Sir Knights Higgins and Pike 
are in general extremely broad and involved, in many respects, 
fundamental changes in our organic law. Your Committee 
therefore assume that Grand Commandery will not want to 
pass upon somewhat radical changes in our Constitution in a 
hurried manner, without careful consideration. 

Your committee at the outset doubts very much that the 
time available at this annual conclave will be sufficient either 
for the proponents or your committee to present all the 
arguments pro and con to make the changes completely under- 
stood and thus arrive at a reasonable and definite conclusion 
that will be fair to Grand Commandery. 

Your Committee have accorded the proposers of these 
amendments an opportunity to appear before it and present, 
their arguments in full, and while the committee realizes very 
clearly the sincerity of their arguments it is unable to agree 
with their conclusions. Many of the changes proposed in- 
volve matters of detail, some of which are already in operation 
and most of them are really more in the nature of Regulations 
which have no logical place in our Constitution but perhaps 
proper under General Orders. ' . 

With these considerations in view, your Committee does 
not intend to discuss these amendments in full at this time 
as it cannot feel or see that any such sweeping changes are 
called for or necessary at this time. It is of the firm opinion 
that nothing of benefit would acrue by their insertion in the 
Constitution, and it holds the same view with respect to the 
Amendments to the Regulation regarding the Educational 
Foundation. In regard to the amendment of Art. VII Sec. 7, 
a change in the Title of our educational effort, no action is 
necessary as this matter has been passed upon by Grand En-

campment and is immediately effective without further con- 
sideration by this body. 

Under all these cireumstances your Committee feels that in 
view of the fact that our Constitution has very recently been 
thoroughly revised and brought up to date at considerable 
expense and in accordance with the Constitution, Laws and 
Edicts of Grand encampment and that we have at the present 
time a good and effective Constitution, it would be unwise to 
spend time and money to make further and radical changes of 
no practical use to the interests of Grand Commandery as 
constitutional amendments. 

Let it be plainly understood that the Constitution is the 
practical and theoretical basis only upon which will rest the 
superstructure of our government and organization. As with 
all Constitutions it should contain nothing but the means to 
setin motion the executive functionsof the body, leaving policy, 
detail and routine to Orders and Regulations if necessary. 
The Constitution should be fairly secure from sudden changes 
and changed only after careful consideration of practical 
necessities and by a vote representing a large majority of the 
membership. 

Your Committee discovers no widespread desire for the 
changes covered by these Amendments and no logical necessi- 
ties for their adoption.

To Grand Commandery: 

Your Committee appointed to consider the resolution 
offered by E.-.Sir Knight Briggs to consider and report upon 
the advisability of a change in the per capita tax beg leave to 
report that they have very carefully considered the matter 
and that while they are of the opinion that many of the proper 
activities of both Grand Commandery and the Subordinate 
Commanderies are much curtailed by lack of proper income 
and funds due to causes which are directly due to increased 
cost of living of the present times as against conditions of the 
past, and that the subject must be faced as soon as possible 
with interest and determination yet they feel that this moment 
is not the time or place to present a plan to suit the situation.

Your Committee has carefully considered this petition and 
find themselves at a loss to understand exactly what the peti- 
tioners desire in regard to releases of jurisdiction and jurisdic- 
tional lines. 


The release of jurisdiction is provided for in the Constitution 
of the Grand Encampment. 


Sec. 184. It is not lawful for a Commandery to confer the 
Orders upon any one residing within the jurisdiction of another 
Commandery without first obtaining the permission of such 
Commandery. 
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We therefore would ask this Grand Commandery to define 
more carefully the jurisdictional lines in question, for if con- 
current jurisdiction is to be granted with any particular com- 
manderies outside of the jurisdictional lines of the petitioners, 
such commanderies should be given opportunity to present 
their side of the question to the Committee at a meeting called 
for that purpose.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


Orricz or THE Inspecror InstRUcTOR, 
127 Dorrance Street, Providence, R. I. 


October 1, 1929. 
To Grand Commandery: 


In this report of the twelfth year of our present inspection 
system, we will not enter upon any extended discussion of the 
merits of our plan. The results speak for themselves and are 
amply sustained by every factor of our Commandery life, as the 
tables of marks will amply show. With a possibility of but 
three or four, all our Commanderies show a very high state of 
proficiency in ritual and tactics, an average which is extremely 
desirable and which is in effect the end to be sought. 

In some respects the system has met with criticism, mainly 
as to the comparative value of its marks and in some cases to its 
severity of requirements. A special Committee a year ago very 
thoroughly examined all these matters and found very little to 
criticise and practically nothing to condemn. They recom- 
mended that Sir Knights living forty miles or more from a body 
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be eliminated from the count of attendance and that the atten- 
dance mark be separated distinctly from the other marks and 
thus published in the records. 


As regards the forty miles elimination, this year’s records will 
show that it practically made no difference in therelative stand- 
ing of the Commanderies. It confirms the stand we have 
always taken that while the attendance mark is unique in re- 
quirement for standing, ours being the only jurisdiction to 
require it, the mark for this element bears so small a percentage 
of the total marks that it carries no effective barrier to the high 
standing of any Commandery provided the balance of the 
work is mastered and effective. 


St. Omer is a notable example this year. Conditions here 
have always precluded, for reasons we shall not attempt to 
describe, the attainment of a high or even fair percentage of 
attendance, yet owing to the spirit, enthusiasm, and proficiency 
of the Commander and Officers with an attendance mark of 
slightly more than four, this Commandery reached the high 
standing of nine plus, which is all that we have ever asked or 
expected. 


It is to be admitted that the attendance mark in perfection 
is in many cases hard to attain. It means difficult and per- 
sistent work, disappointments and perhaps failures, but it 
means much to the spirit of loyalty to the Commandery and 
to our Order as a whole. It may entail expense but it is 
expense bound to the vital interest of a Commandery for it 
is the one element where all may visibly show by their presence 
at least once in a year, their interest and devotion to principles 
they have bound themselves to serve. 


While the inspection system concerns primarily only the 
details of work, may we suggest that there are other factors 
which bear upon the issue and which are fundamental to the 
value of whatever criticisms are offered. May we be pardoned 
if we briefly call your attention to them. 
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Dues anp Frees 


If our Order is to live as an effective agent in these times, it 
must be adequately supported, not only by the work of its 
officers, but by strong financial resources. We know of no 
Commandery that could balance its accounts without depen- 
dence upon candidates. This is vitally wrong. Candidates are 
necessary and we should go and get them but quality first only 
and always and this involves items of activity, publicity social 
and otherwise, that means expense. 


Our age, whether you like it or not, is an age of tremendous 
public activity—propaganda you may call it. We must not 
hide in our Asylums, rather we must lead before the world, 
according to our principles and faith. We must make our 
Order by activities and service attractive to men of high stand- 
ing and character. Are we reaching out to these men now? 


The expenses in all branches of our social and civil life have 
doubled and trebled in recent years. Our dues and fees have 
not kept pace, consequently when the pinch comes as it has 
come in loss of candidates and membership, shall we sit back 
and eliminate our activities, the source of our strength, or meet 
the issue squarely, “pay our shot,” raise our dues and fees, 
maintain our activities and extend them in the cause of human 
welfare and our immediate interests? With proper resources 
no element of the inspection would or could be criticised. 
Without proper resources our Order will drag into the mire of 
dishonor and failure. 


JURISDICTION 


The other factor of deep concern to our Order is perhaps a 
minor one yet vital to our interests locally. Our exclusive 
jurisdictions in many cases as I have outlined in previous 
reports are inconsistent and tend to prevent the entrance to 
our Order of many valuable and influential members. More 
and more these kind of men are attracted to living their home 
life in isolated or country places. Their activities and asso- 
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ciates are elsewhere. Shall we say they must join a Command- 
ery which can offer no intermediate association? It is a large 
question and difficult one, but it should be studied immediately. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We recommend no vital changes in our Marking or Inspec- 
tion system. . 


We do recommend, however, a larger and close co-operation 
between the Division Commanders and their Commanderies. 
The Inspectors can do much to further this but should not be 
depended upon to do it all. They can be consulted, offer 
advice, but they should not be depended upon to hold re- 
hearsals or drills. The necessity for all this should be deter- 
mined by the Division Commander and superintended by him 
as the necessities may require or he may consult the Inspectors, 
but he should know the work thoroughly, hold exemplifications, 
if required and be aware of the exact condition of all his 
Commanderies. 


To further the systematic carrying out of these matters we 
recommend that the fifty-three Commanderies be divided into 
three Battalions, two to consist of eighteen Commanderies and 
one of seventeen Commanderies each under the general charge 
of the three members of the Council of the Grand Commandery 
viz., Deputy Grand Commander, Grand Generalissimo and 
Grand Captain General, who will exercise under the authoriza- 
tion of the Grand Commander complete supervision of all the 
affairs of the Division Commanders and their Commanderies. 


This will very adequately complete our system of control and 
relieve many factors of excessive responsibility and duties, 
more especially the Division Commanders and the Inspectors. 


It will also give these high officers an occupation in accord- 
ance with the position which they now hold and place them in 
close contact with the affairs of the entire Grand Commandery, 
an excellent preparation for the duties which they will soon 
assume as Grand Commander. 
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INSPECTIONS 


The work of Inspections this year has been carried on very 
effectively with the assistance of an excellent corps: E.-.Sir 
Knight Hervey Mason, Deputy; R..E..Sir Knight James A. 
Gunn, Assistant; E.-.Sir Knight Kenneth C. Grinslade, Assis- 
tant. No more efficient officers exist in this Grand Command- 
ery and we extend to them sincere personal thanks and heart- 
felt gratitude. E..Sir Mason attended at sixteen inspections; 
R.-.E.-.Sir Gunn attended at nine inspections; E.-.Sir Grinslade 
attended at nine inspections. In some cases two Instructors 
were present. 


We were present at twenty-five inspections and attended 
twelve rehearsals, four conferences and eight social functions 
of the Commanderies. In addition we have spent one hundred 
and eight hours on fixing dates and writing reports. We 
have also written seventy-three letters, in all have spent five 
hundred and sixty-eight hours on this work and travelled 
2,710 miles this inspection year. 


We ask no credit for this, nor do we deserve it, this or any 
other of the twelve years we have served. We have been 
amply paid by the internal satisfaction of the lasting friend- 
ships of men and Sir Knights whom we respect and honor and 
with the added satisfaction of having the high honor and privi- 
lege of participation in an effort to benefit in some small 
measure at least, the interests and welfare of the magnani- 
mous Order we so dearly love. 


May we again thank you all for your very generous sup- 
port and your never-ending charity for many deficiencies most 
of which we know much better than you. May we also say, as 
you must realize, the work of the inspections is arduous. 
While our hearts will always be in this work, the passing years 
must make us realize that other hands should take up the 
burden, adopting an immortal phrase, “I do not choose” to 
be Inspector Instructor.

A consideration of this table will show a much higher standing 
of the Commanderies than any preceding year. Twenty-eight 
or more than one-half of the entire number of our Com- 
manderies have attained the high mark of nine plus, meaning 
90 per cent efficiency in all our requirements. This is a 
notable achievement and reflects great credit to tl interest 
and enthusiasm of our officers and members. 

The table also discloses that no appreciable effect as a whole 
has been made on the relative standing of the Commanderies as 
compared with previous years by the elimination of those 
members living forty miles or more in the count for the attend- 
ance mark. Possibly by a stretching of the maximum im- 
portance of the figures it might be said that six Commanderies 
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have received some help—De Molay, Boston, Calvary, St. 
John, St. Omer, Narragansett. But this is extremely doubt- 
ful. Nevertheless, there is no particular objection to the 
continuance of this practice.

An examination of this table will disclose an interesting fact 
that every Commandery except one, Bethlehem, on the nine 
plus list is on this list that eliminates the attendance mark. 
This table can be said to disclose the Commanderies of the 
very highest standing in our jurisdiction and that they have 
attained this standing without any definite difficulties of 
attendance mark. The elimination of the attendance mark 
here shows that only three Commanderies are definitely raised 
in their average standing—Cyprus, Connecticut Valley and 
Berkshire. The only Commandery definitely lowered from a 


high standard by the elimination of the attendance mark is 
Bethlehem. 
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All this amply demonstrates what has been often said in 
these reports that the attendance mark of ten points out of 
100 offers no serious barrier to aCommandery attaining a very 
high mark, provided the officers do their work in ritual and 
tactics with average efficiency. The attendance mark for 
fifty-three Commanderies averages approximately seven, 
indicating approximately one-third of our total membership 
present at inspections in uniform or 9,000 Sir Knights. No 
other Grand Commandery can show such a result. Is it not 
worth while? Has it not a value? 


ConcLusION 


Just now the people of the earth seem to have the word 
“peace” upon their lips. But how little do we understand 
peace. If by peace we mean absence of war, of killing, physi- 
cal encounter and the like, perhaps the world would, in a 
measure, be a better place to live and die. Yet human exist- 
ence is not built upon terms of peace; it is planned upon 
struggle, labor, pain.

And every step in whatever 
progress the world has made along these lines has been piled 
high with unselfish sacrifice and death. In no other way may 
we ever walk to the goal of our spiritual desires. Of what 
avail is it to cry ‘peace, peace,’’ when there can be no peace 
as long as tyrants live, as long as poverty exists, as long as 
innocent maidens, destitute widows, helpless orphans and 
the Christian religion need the strength of our defense. Let us 
walk courageously this path together, with “charity for all and 
malice towards none,” till we reach the end and enter the 
unknown wherein, let us hope, we shall find peace.

Referred to Committee on Charters and Dispensations. 


That Sec. 2, Art. XII of the Constitution of this Grand 
Commandery be amended by dropping the entire Section and 
substituting the following: “Every subordinate Commandery 
shall make annually to the Grand Recorder on or before the 
first day of October a return of the roll of its Officers and Mem- 
bers and of all candidates for the Orders accepted or rejected 
up to and including August 31st next preceding, and pay to 
this Grand Commandery five dollars for every Companion 
receiving the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross and fifty cents 
for every member returned, and from the sum thus collected 
shall be paid the assessment of five cents for every member 
levied by the Grand Encampment. So long as the educational 
regulation of the Grand Encampment shall remain in force, an 
additional sum of $1.00 for each member returned shall be paid 
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by each Commandery. The total of this $1.00 assessment 
shall be used for Educational purposes. A Commandery fail- 
ing to make said annual return on the first day of October shall 
pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars. 

This amendment to the Constitution presented by E.-.Sir 
Charles W. Pike, October 30, 1929.

Resotution or R..E..Srr Freperitck I. Dana 


Resolved that the entire question of the jurisdictional lines 
of Grand Commandery be referred to the Committee on 
Charters and Dispensation with instructions to investigate 
all or any changes desired, to hear all persons interested and 
to report in writing at the Semi-Annual Conclave May next— 
1930. 


At this point R..E..Sir Clarence E. Burleigh presented the 
Inspecting Officer, R.:.E Sir Edward A. Glad, personal rep- 
resentative of the M..E..Grand Commander William L. 
Sharp, who said he was pleased to have been privileged to have- 
listened to the Grand Commander’s report and to the morning’s 
deliberations and that he was satisfied this Grand Com- 
mandery is and has been in safe hands and he would so report 
to the Grand Master, for he had received true inspiration. He 
paid a high tribute to R..E..Sir Harry G. Pollard and ex- 
tended his felicitations to E..Sir Arthur G. Pollard, Harry’s 
father, who was present, and congratulated “Harry” on the 
wonderful ‘‘Dad”’ he has. 

In extending the greetings of the Grand Master he stated 
that the Grand Master is often confronted with the ery ‘““What 
is your organization doing?” and the answer is “that in spite of 
the heavy drag we care for the sick, the widow, the orphan, 
give crippled children a chance to start in the sunlight of happi- 
ness, that our educational work is showing wonderful results 
all over our country and all we need is leaders who are in 
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sympathy with our ideals, particularly in our religious, politi- 
cal, social and industrial life.” In speaking to the Recorders 
he cautioned them to be careful on the question of suspensions. 
Dues, he said, should be collected by brotherly love and ser- 
vice and he ‘“‘wondered if some of us have not lost those con- 
tacts which the older members cherish and love.” “Today,” 
he said, “autos, movies, apartments, ete., ete., make our lodge 
rooms a haven of friendship—remember ‘He who serves 
others, serves the best of all’. ” 


R.-.E.Sir William D, Cushman, Grand Commander of New 
York in response to his being presented encouraged the giving 
of time to our Churches as well as to our Commanderies, ex- 
pressed his appreciation to all for the courtesies and reception 
received, assured us of the continued good-will of the New York 
fraters toward this Grand Jurisdiction and was positive that 
it would continue for all time. 


M.:.I..Leon M. Abbott, 33°, expressed his firm conviction 
that the Scottish and York Rites are interested in a common 
cause. He had watched the work of the Educational Founda- 
tion and was pleased to say that the Northern Jurisdiction are 
taking up educational work, assisting fifty-two boys and girls 
to college courses who could not otherwise have been helped. 
Taking up the question of unpaid dues, he believes that ‘‘cold- 
blooded” notices for dues does much harm. Better to issue a 
demit, thereby preserving the delinquent’s own respect and 
standing in the fraternity. In closing, he stated there were 
five colleges in Russia teaching Atheism but we should con- 
tinue to stress riches in moral, ideal and spiritual living.

ALABAMA, 1929 


A Special Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Alabama 
was convened in the Asylum of Mobile Commandery on 
November 23, 1928, for the purpose of paying the last tribute 
of respect to Past Grand Commander Robert L. Douglass, 
who died on November 22, 1929. 

Another Special Conclave was assembled in the Asylum of 
Cyrene Commandery in Birmingham on April 2, 1929, for the 
purpose of conducting the Templar Burial Service for Past 
es Commander William O. Snyder, who died on March 31, 

The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction was 
convened in the Masonic Temple, City of Mobile, April 24, 
1929, with Grand Commander Orlando §. Finch presiding. 
Previous to the Conclave, Divine Services were held in Christ 
Episcopal Church and a very interesting and instructive ser- 
mon, which is printed in full in the Proceedings, was delivered 
by Grand Prelate, Rev. and E.-Sir Thomas M. Fleming. 

Several distinguished Fraters were present including the 
Grand Master of Masons and Grand High Priest of the State 
and R..E..Sir John W. Murrell, Past Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery of Georgia, Personal Representative 
of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander deals, in great 
part, with their new Inspection System which has recently 
been adopted. It is somewhat along the lines of our own 
System. Referring to this he says in part: “On taking over 
the government of this Grand Body your Grand Commander 
was confronted with many new duties occasioned by the ideas 
presented for instructing Officers and Sir Knights among the 
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Constituent Commanderies. On August 1, 1928, the following 
General Order was issued from the Grand Commander’s office, 
dividing the Commanderies of the State into Districts, num- 
bered from one to eight, both inclusive, and assigning each of 
the Grand Commandery line officers to one of said Districts 
as Inspector.” It is the opinion of your Reviewer that Ala- 
bama is making a fine start in the right direction and results 
will follow. One of his recommendations, which was adopted 
by Grand Commandery, was to suspend the Charter of Athens 
Commandery as this Commandery had proved insubordinate 
over a period of several years. Five dispensations were 
granted and one decision rendered, all being in accord with 
Templar Law. 

From the Statistical Summary we find a total membership 
of 7,810. Net loss for the year 653. This is a very heavy loss 
in so small a Jurisdiction and we hope their new Inspection 
System will tend to arouse more interest and bring in new 
members. 

The finances of the Jurisdiction are in good shape with 
$7,782.00 in the General Fund, and $1,927.25 in the Triennial 
Fund. 

The Knights Templar Educational Fund Committee has 
made sixty-three loans during the year amounting to $12,269.00. 
Balance on hand available for loans $3,270.86. 

The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Alabama will be held in the City of Dothan, April 23, 1930. 


ARIZONA, 1929 


The Thirty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Arizona was convened in the Asylum of Ivanhoe Com- 
mandery in the City of Prescott, Monday, February 11, 1929. 
On Sunday evening, February 10, the members of the Grand 
Commandery and the Sir Knights of the Constituent Com- 
manderies assembled at the Masonic Temple in the evening, 
where Divine Service was held under the direction of Rev. 
and E..Sir James R. Jenkins, Grand Prelate of the Grand 
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Commandery, assisted by Sir Knight Cruickshank, Prelate of 
Ivanhoe Commandery. Due to illness, Grand Commander 
Bridge was unable to be present and Deputy Grand Com- 
mander Peter E. Howell, presided at the Conclave. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander was read by 
Deputy Grand Commander Howell and while rather brief, 
covers fully his official acts of the year. There are several 
Commanderies in this Jurisdiction and he has personally in- 
spected all of them. Evidently he was not fully satisfied with 
their condition as evidenced by the following: ““My Inspection 
reveals a considerable degree of inertia in all the Subordinate 
Commanderies. Each Commandery confesses to its inability 
to arouse much enthusiasm in its work and great difficulty in 
securing a quorum for its meetings. In my visits to the respec- 
tive Commanderies, I endeavored to encourage them in pre- 
serving Templar Masonry at all costs, and it is hoped this 
appeal with subsequent discussion will bear fruit during the 
coming year.” He reports the sending of One Hundred dol- 
lars to the Grand Commandery of Florida for the relief of dis- 
tressed Sir Knights on account of the hurricane disaster. No 
decisions were rendered and no dispensations granted. 


From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 
membership of 753. Net loss for the year 12. Phoenix Com- 
mandery is the largest in the Jurisdiction with a membership 
of 224 and Tombstone Commandery is the smallest with 33. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $7,752.56; Disbursements to $3,008.26; 
leaving a balance on hand of $4,744.30. 


R..E.Sir Nelson C. Bledsoe presents a very short report 
for the Knights Templar Educational Foundation, showing a 
total of eight loans made during the year amounting $1300.00. 
Balance on hand in this Fund $3,159.17. 

On July 27, 1928, the Grand Commandery of Arizona met a 
severe loss in the death of Grand Recorder Roskruge, who had 
held this important office for the past thirty-four years. He 
was the first Grand Commander of this Jurisdiction and had 
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held many prominent Masonic offices during his long and 
useful life. 

This Jurisdiction has a Committee on Foreign Corre- 
spondence, but much to our regret no report on Templar 
Review is submitted. 

The Thirty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arizona will be held in the City of Douglas, 
February 10, 1930. 


Arkansas, 1929 


The Fifty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Arkansas was convened in the Asylum of Damascus 
Commandery in the City of Pine Bluff, May 21, 1929, with 
Grand Commander Charles A. Gordon, presiding. Previous 
to the opening, all Sir Knights and their ladies were guests of 
the Rotary Club of Pine Bluff at their noon luncheon where 
they listened to an interesting talk on aviation by Lady Mary 
Heath, the noted English aviatrix. Theatre parties, airplane 
and automobile rides, formed a novel and agreeable type of 
entertainment for many of the guests. 

We judge from the Grand Commander’s Address, that he is 
somewhat worried over the lack of interest in some of his 
Commanderies and states that one of them has had no Con- 
clave during the entire year. He feels that more care should 
be taken in choosing Officers and while discussing this says: 
“When the membership selects efficient leaders with vision 
and initiative, when Officers exemplify by precept and example 
the principals of the Order, then will come the revival of the 
Commandery spirit, which will inspire to activity and make 
the existence worthwhile, not only to the organization, but 
the membership and community which it serves, and then will 
be the seeking of admission by the profane.” No dispensa- 
tions were issued or decisions rendered. Conforming to the 
request of the Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, he 
authorized the sending of $250.00 to the Grand Commander 
of Florida to assist in their relief work. He recommended the 
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appointment of an Inspector General, feeling this would be of 
great benefit to the Jurisdiction, but the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee felt otherwise and their decision was approved by 
Grand Commandery. We heartily agree with R ..E..Sir Gordon 
in his recommendation and cannot help but feel that our 
Arkansas Fraters have passed up something which would have 
proved its worth if the opportunity had been given. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Hempstead we 
find a total membership of 2,670. Net loss for the year 106. 

The Grand Treasurer shows receipts with balance on hand 
of $14,712.68; Disbursements $8,168.32; leaving a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $6,544.36; Triennial Fund 
$626.61. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has been active 
loaning an aggregate of $3,400.00 during the year. Balance 
on hand available for loans $2,492.98. 

R..E..Sir Fay Hemstead reports for the Committee on 
Templar Review and his prologue is composed of a fine poem 
written by himself. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
courteously reviewed in three pages with several quotations 
from the Annual Address of R«.E..Sir Norris G. Abbott.

Caurrornia, 1929 


The Seventy-first Annual Conelave of the Grand Command- 
ery of California was convened in the Masonic Temple, San 
Francisco, April 18, 1929, with Grand Commander Andrew J. 
Copp, Jr., presiding. Religious Services were conducted by 
Grand Prelate Emeritus, Rev. Reuben H. Sink, and his in- 
spiring address in printed in full in the Proceedings. 

Grand Commander Copp submits an excellent report of his 
official duties during the past year and has visited each of the 
sixty-five Commanderies in his Jurisdiction. He was much 
pleased at the cordiality and enthusiasm which marked every 
Conelave he attended. Sixty-seven dispensations were issued 
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and one was to appear in Uniform on the occasion of Patriotic 
Services under the auspices of the American Legion. As we 
do not appear in mixed parades, this dispensation would not 
have been granted in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
Pursuant to the urgent appeal from Grand Master Sharp, he 
sent the sum of $1,000.00 to the Grand Commander of Florida 
to assist in relief work following the hurricane disaster. He 
made a number of constructive recommendations regarding 
Templarism in the Jurisdiction and most of these were adopted 
by Grand Commandery. We have read with pleasure and 
profit the address of R..E..Sir Copp, used at his Official 
Visits. It is printed in full in the Proceedings and is termed: 
“The Trial of Jesus from a Lawyer’s Standpoint.” 

California is once more one of the very few Jurisdictions to 
show a net gain in membership. They report a total member- 
ship of 14,836 with a gain of 281. Thirty Commanderies 
show a net gain for the year and thirty a loss. . 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $78,490.86.; Disbursements 
$61,288.91; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$17,201.95, which is about $6,000.00 less than a year ago. 
Invested Funds $31,392.58. 

In order to properly finance the 1934 Triennial Conclave, 
which our California Fraters hope will be held in San Francisco, 
it was voted to increase the per capita tax from $1.00 to $2.00 
for a period of six years, and the extra $1.00 be placed in a 
Triennial Fund to be held for this purpose. In the event the 
1934 Conclave is not held in California the increase in per 
capita will be returned to the Commanderies. 


The Educational Foundation Committee present a complete 
report of their activities and we find a total of 212 loans made 
during the year aggregating $23,354.25. Balance on hand 
$37,739.77. This seems rather a large balance to be carrying 
but we presume that repayments have something to do with 
this condition. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee, it was voted to 
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issue a Charter to Tulare Commandery, U. D. under the 
name of Tulare Commandery, No. 66. 

Grand Recorder Davies reports for the Committee on 
Templar Review in 95 pages. His reviews are always courte- 
ous and thorough, and must prove an inspiration to our 
California Fraters as they do to his fellow Scribes. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is reviewed in four pages with a 
number of quotations from the Annual Address of R..E.-.Sir 
Norris G. Abbott. We are always pleased to receive our 
copy of the Proceedings of the Grand Commandery of Cali- 
fornia and congratulate our good Frater upon its appearance 
and the concise and efficient manner in which it is compiled. 

The Seventy-second Stated Conclave of this: Grand Juris- 
diction will be held in the City of Oakland, April 11, 1930. 


Canapa, 1928 


The Forty-fifth Annual Assembly of the Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada was held at London, Ontario, July 23-24, 
1928, with Supreme Grand Master, M.-.E..Horace A. Porter 
presiding. Among other distinguished Knights present were 
M..E..William L. Sharp, Grand Master, and V.-.E..Perry 
W. Weidner, Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, who were cordially received by our Canadian Fraters. 

On Sunday, July 22nd, there was an imposing parade 
followed by Divine Services at St. Paul’s Anglican Cathedral, 
conducted by Rev. Samuel Fee. 

The Grand Master opened his Annual Address with a 
tribute to the late R..E..Knight John A. Cowan, who for 
many years was the Reviewer of Templar Proceedings and an 
outstanding authority on Templarism throughout the world. 
He reports the establishment of several new Preceptories, but 
is disturbed at their loss in membership. Because of an un- 
expected business trip to England he was unable to visit as 
many of his Preceptories as he had intended, He issued fifty- 
nine dispensations and rendered a number of decisions, one 
of which was questioned by his Committee. 
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The Provincial Grand Priors present very complete reports 
of conditions in their several districts and we wish that we 
could devote more space to them as they are well worth reading. 

It appears that there are differences of ritual in the several 
Districts and a Committee was appointed to study this matter 
to the end of uniformity. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Chancellor Eckhardt 
we find a total membership in the 70 Preceptories of 12,310, 
with a net loss for the year of 31. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $33,026.21; Disbursements $21,999.95; 
leaving a balance on hand of $11,136.26; Invested Funds 
$58,000.00. 

Report for the Templar Orphans Fund exhibited the fine 
work in which they are engaged. Annual money grants were 
made during the year for fourteen children of deceased 
Knights, from $100.00 to $200.00 each. At that date the 
assets of the fund amounted to $25,577.14. 

The report on Templar Review is from the pen of R..E.. 
Knight Arthur §. Leith who assumed this office after the 
death of Frater Cowan. His reviews are short but right to the 
point and Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously 
reviewed in three pages. 

The Annual Assembly of the Sovereign Great Priory of 
Canada for the year 1929 will be held in Yarmouth, in the 
Province of Nova Scotia, on the Tuesday and Wednesday of 
the second week in August. 


Coxorapo, 1928 


The Fifty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Colorado was held in the Masonic Temple, Denver, Septem- 
ber 21, 1928, with all Grand Officers and thirteen Past Grand 
Commanders present. : 

At the request of the Grand Commander, Colorado Com- 
mandery, No. 1, exemplified the Full Form opening, much to 
the pleasure and instruction of all present. 
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The Annual Address of Grand Commander Little is short, 
but well written, and he has been very faithful in visiting his 
Constituent Commanderies. In April, he received the resigna- 
tion of his Grand Treasurer who expected to be absent from 
the State for an indefinite period and for this reason the resig- 
nation was accepted. He immediately appointed E..Sir John 
F. Vallery to fill out the unexpired term. Three dispensations 
were issued and no decisions rendered. He recommends that 
the incoming Grand Commander be authorized and directed 
to divide the Commanderies of the State into Districts for 
the purpose of Inspection, and that he appoint some officer 
of the Grand Commandery as Inspector for each District. 
This is, of course, a step in the right direction and we are only 
surprised that this action has not been taken before. He 
closes his Address in a very fine manner and we will quote a 
few lines: “Autumn is here—and the leaves of the trecs breath 
out their loveliness to all who are able to appreciate, and then 
die and fall to earth to enrich the ground. So each Grand 
Commander has, in turn, each Autumn brought a record of his 
year’s labors, and these records have made the history of 
Templarism in Colorado.” 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $15,986.74; Disbursements 
$6,185.25; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$9,801.49; Triennial Fund $4,688.70. 

Grand Recorder Cooper reports a total membership in the 
Jurisdiction of 4,764. Net loss for the year 51. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made 66 
loans during the year amounting to $6,430.00; balance on 
hand available for loans $27,774.99. This seems like a very 
large balance for a small Jurisdiction, and we should think our 
Colorado friends would want to have more of this balance at 
work. This Committee also prints the names of the borrowers 
which does not appeal to us, although we realize that several 
Jurisdictions persist in this custom. 

The Triennial Committee submit a very complete report of 
the Detroit Conclave and it is quite evident that everything 
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passed off to their satisfaction. During the year, the Com- 
mittee expended the sum of $6,602.87 and an itemized state- 
ment of their receipts and disbursements is attached to their 
report. 

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave will be held in the City 
of Denver, September 20, 1929. 


Connecticut, 1929 


The One Hundred and Second Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Connecticut was convened in the 
Asylum of Washington Commandery at Hartford, May 7, 
1929, with Grand Commander Clayton W. Rowley presiding. 

The Volume opens with a fine Bather portrait of R..E.-Sir 
Rowley and is followed by a two-page sketch of his business 
and Masonic career. He has the somewhat unique distinction 
of having presided over every Subordinate Masonic body in 
Hartford in which he held membership, both York and 
Scottish Rite. 

Grand Commander Rowley’s Annual Report occupies 26 
pages of the Proceedings and shows conscientious attention to 
the duties of his office. He has visited all of his Constituent 
Commanderies and several of them more than once, during the 
year. In addition to these activities in his own Jurisdiction, 
he found time to attend the Annual Conclaves of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, New Jersey, New York and Vermont. 
Eleven dispensations were issued and none refused. We note 
that two of these dispensations were for the purpose of par- 
ticipating in Armistice Day parades. These would not have 
been granted in our Jurisdiction, but the Grand Commander 
was within his rights in doing so. One of his recommendations 
was for the incoming Grand Commander to appoint a Com- 
mittee, with power, with respect to the advisability of adopt- 
ing a suitable eeremonial form for the convening and adjourn- 
ing of Grand Commandery; this was adopted. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $11,820.55; Disbursements 
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$11,057.68; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$762.87; Invested Funds $18,776.57. 

It is a pleasure to note in the report of the Grand Recorder 
that they show a gain of 20 for the year. This Jurisdiction 
has twelve Constituent Commanderies, with a total member- 
ship of 6,629. The Grand Recorder has secured a suitable 
room for Grand Commandery headquarters, situated in the 
New Masonic Temple in Meriden and has fitted it up with 
the proper shelves and cases for the library and records. 

We note with regret that R..E..Sir Morgan has resigned 
the office of Grand Inspector which he has filled so capably 
for the past twenty-four years. Following his resignation, this 
Resolution was unanimously adopted: “Be it resolved, that 
for and during the lifetime only of R..E..Sir Thomas W. 
Morgan, there be and hereby is created the office of Grand 
Inspector Emeritus of the Grand Commandery, Knights 
Templar of Connecticut, with the request that R.-.E.-.Sir 
Morgan accept the appointment and remain active in the 
councils of this body, and continue to give to it the benefit 
of his years of experience, wisdom and Knightly fellowship.” 

: The Educational Loan Fund Committee has made twenty- 
six loans during the year amounting to $6,450.00. During 
this period there have been payments made on account of 
principal, $901.50, and for interest, $178.93. Balance on 
hand available for loans $18,776.57. We are somewhat sur- 
prised at this large balance and wonder if the public generally 
know of this great opportunity for education which lies at 
their door. 

The report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir Hugh 
Sterling and occupies sixty-six pages of the Volume. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three 
pages with many references to the Annual Address of R.-.E.. 
Sir Norris G. Abbott. We are very glad that so many of our 
Fraters from other Jurisdictions appreciated the splendid 
address which Norris gave us. Please accept our thanks for 
the kind reference to our own efforts of last year. 

The One Hundred and Third Annual Conclave will be held 
in the City of New London, May 6, 1930. 
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District or Cotumsra, 1929 


A Special Conclave of this Jurisdiction was convened at 
the Masonic Temple in Washington, November 5, 1928 for 
the purpose of conducting the Templar burial service at the 
funeral of Past Grand Commander Thomas P. Morgan. 
Another Special Conclave was convened on November 28, 
1928 for the purpose of continuing the $1.00 assessment for 
the Educational Foundation and to consider the advisability 
of the formation of a Knight Templar Band. 

The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of the District of Columbia was convened in the 
Masonic Temple, Washington, May 13, 1929 with Grand 
Commander Gratz E. Dunkum presiding. The volume opens 
with a full page portrait of the Grand Commander followed 
by a short sketch of his Masonic life. He was Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia in 1926. 

The Annual Address of R..E..Sir Dunkum is an excellent 
document and discloses that he has been in close touch with 
all his Constituent Commanderies and that he has a clear 
grasp of all their conditions. Five dispensations were issued 
and one decision rendered, all of these being approved by 
Grand Commandery. Referring to the 34 years of their 
existence he says: “Out of these emotions and clearly con- 
nected with our gratitude to the great Author of every public 
and private good should come a determination to so conduct 
ourselves and our Conclaves as to reflect our gratitude and 
to demonstrate that the teachings and inspiration of the 
Great Captain of our Salvation have been and shall continue 
to be a dominant influence in our lives. Thus may we hope 
to become what the founders of our Order meant it should be, 
an influence for good in the community, and thus we may 
confidently hope, through service for our fellowmen, to 
strengthen our characters and enlarge our capacity for service.” 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Lohrer we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $18,185.64; Disburse- 
ments $8,379.81; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $9,805.83; Triennial Fund $1,181.05. 
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The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 3,372, 
showing a net loss for the year of 50. He congratulates all 
the Recorders of the Constituent Commanderies on the ex- 
cellent manner in which their records are kept; payment of 
all dues to the Grand Commandery was made promptly. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a thorough 
and instructive report of their activities. During the period 
covered by this report 34 applications for loans were presented. 
Twenty-one of these were new applications and thirteen were 
requests for an extension of time on loans heretofore made. 
The total amount of the loans made during the year is 
$2,755.00 and the amount outstanding on loans is $4,333.70, 
exclusive of interest. Balance on hand available for loans 
$13,245.71. We are somewhat surprised at this large balance 
but assume that our Fraters in the District of Columbia do 
not have so many calls as we do here in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island where our available funds will hardly take care 
of the wants of all the worthy applicants. IE.-.Sir James A. 
West presents his usual excellent report on Templar Review 
occupying 61 pages of the Proceedings. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two pages. 


Great Priory or ENGLAND AND Waters, 1928 


A Chapter of the Great Priory of the United Religious and 
Military Orders of the Temple and of St. John of Jerusalem, 
Palestine, Rhodes and Malta in England and Wales and the 
Dependencies thereof, was held at Mark Masons’ Hall, Great 
Queen Street, London, on May 11, 1928. The Most Eminent 
and Supreme Pro Grand Master was unable to be present 
on account of illness and his place was taken by “The Very 
High and Eminent Grand Seneschal Colonel C. W. Napier- 
Clavering, G. C. T.” 

Very little business was transacted at this Conclave except 
to issue warrents for new Preceptories at Rockhampton, 
Queensland, and Wagga Wagga, New South Wales, Australia. 
A Special Chapter of the Great Priory was held in Liverpool, 
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October 19, 1928, but we cannot find that much business was 
transacted. A few candidates were received into the Order 
after which the Knights marched to the Cathedral where they 
listened to a sermon delivered by the Lord Bishop of Liverpool, 
Provincial Prelate of Lancashire. In the words of one of my 
fellow Scribes: ‘‘After they had been preached to and thus 
fortified spiritually, the gallant warriors assaulted the banquet 
table.” 

From the report of their Treasurer we find they have In- 
vested Funds of £14,803; Cash on checking account 
£2,151, and a Benevolent Fund of £3,124. Please note these 
figures are pounds and not dollars; you may figure this out 
for yourself, anyway it sounds good. 

The greater part of this volume is filled with statistics and 
the rosters of all the Constituent Preceptories. 


Froripa, 1929 


The Thirty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Florida was held at Daytona Beach, March 19-20, 
1929. The officers and members of the Grand Commandery 
assembled at the Williams Hotel at 9. a.m. and were escorted 
to the Masonic Temple by Oriental Commandery No. 9, 
where Grand Commandery was immediately convened. 

There were a large number of distinguished guests in attend- 
ance including the heads of the Grand Lodge, Grand Chapter 
and Grand Council of Florida together with R.-.E..Sir Hart, 
Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of South 
Carolina and personal representative of the M.:.E.:.Grand 
Master. 

R..E..Sir Rutter has had a busy year but states that he 
has cut down the number of official visits in order to save 
expenses. His Annual Address is unusually fine and we will 
quote a few lines from his opening paragraph: ‘The coming 
together of so many men in this City on this occasion, demon- 
strates the affection and regard our Fraters have for Templary. 
Throngs of people look on in wonder and ask the meaning of 
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this assembly. The answer is that we have been inspired and 
our hearts stirred, when in our Asylums, we listened to the 
recital of the life, death, resurrection and ascension of our 
blessed Saviour. Under such scenes we are impressed by our 
utter helplessness and our absolute dependence on the highest 
Power. We are drawn closer to our Brethren and we strive 
to forge more tightly the chains of love and confidence that 
bind us together. Nobler friendship among men cannot be 
found than that born at the Altar of Christian Knighthood 
and grander generosity was never manifested among the sons 
of men.” Six dispensations of a routine character were 
granted and five refused, all of these being later approved by 
the Jurisprudence Committee. He recommends that the 
Grand Commandery discourage the practice of Grand Com- 
manders granting warrants for organization of new Com- 
manderies in cities having less than 8,000 population. This 
sounds to us like common sense legislation. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $10,773.67; Disbursements $5,467.00; 
leaving a balance on hand of $5,066.67; Triennial Fund 
$2,686.88. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 
43 loans made during the year, 37 to males and 6 to females, 
aggregating $8,500.00. Balance on hand available for loans 
$159.75. 

We are interested in the report of the Inspector General 
who is evidently in very close touch with the work in the 
Constituent Commanderies. He is disappointed with the 
showing of five or six of the Commanderies and states that 
he shall recommend the surrender of their Charters unless 
their work improves during the coming year. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of $5,401.00. 
Net loss for the year 405. This is the first time a loss in 
membership has been sustained by this Jurisdiction and the 
loss is a serious one when the total membership is taken into 
consideration. 
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The Thirty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Florida will be held in the City of Bartow, on 
the third Tuesday in March, 1930. 


Gronreia, 1929 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Georgia was convened in the city of Albany, May 
8-9, 1929, with Grand Commander Charles 8. Wood presiding. 
Preceding the opening of Grand Commandery the usual 
Parade and Church Service was held and a fine sermon 
delivered by Rev. J. Sprole Lyons, D.D. 

Now we come to the Annual Address of R.-.E.-.Sir Woods 
and we desire to state in all frankness that this is one of the 
best documents of its kind to ever come to our attention. A 
splendid report of a fine administration which any Grand 
Commander could well be proud of. He is highly respected 
by his Fraters in Georgia as evidenced by the following which 
we are pleased to quote from the report of Committee on 
Grand Commanders address: ‘Diligence, intelligence and 
courtesy have characterized his every act in all the years that 
he has served as our Grand Recorder and now, as Grand 
Commander we find him as a leader, not officious but efficient, 
not autocratic but diplomatic; he planned, he pleased, and 
lighted a torch of joy that illuminated the way that led through 
paths of delight to the cooling fountains where all pleasures 
abound. A Master spirit who was content to serve. A 
subservient spirit who was willing and able to command with 
grave dignity and efficiency. In him we have found the ideal 
Knight. One who as a Pilgrim has borne the burden and the 
heat of the day with fortitude undaunted and who as Warrior 
has unsheathed a gleaming sword whose blade is untarnished 
by any act that would bring reproach upon a valorous and 
valiant Knight of the Order.’’ This is a wonderful tribute 
and we sincerely congratulate R..E..Sir Wood. Nine de- 
cisions were rendered and two dispensations refused, these 
were all approved by Jurisprudence Committee. He feels 
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that Grand Commandery must curtail expenses, particularly 
at Annual Conclaves, as their expenses have been exceeding 
income for several years. Since the formation of the Educa- 
tional Fund, all expenses incident to administration have been 
paid by Grand Commandery and he feels that the time has 
arrived when these expenses should be borne by the Fund 
itself. We thoroughly agree with the Grand Commander that 
the Fund should always finance itself in the matter of ad- 
ministration. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $50,400.12; Disbursements $24,615.19; 
leaving a balance on hand of $25,784.93. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total mem- 
bership of 7,284. Net loss for the year 532. We are sorry 
to note that 598 Sir Knights of this Jurisdiction were sus- 
pended for non-payment of dues. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has been very 
active making 89 loans amounting to $13,310.00. Total 
amount loaned during the past seven years $61,410.00. 

We note with surprise and admiration that R.-.E..Sir Wood 
has acted in his usual capacity of Grand Reviewer in addition 
to his duties as Grand Commander. He always presents a 
fine report and this year’s is no exception. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Tsland is courteously reviewed in three pages and we 
thank him for his very kind reference to our own efforts. 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Macon, May 14, 1930. : 


Ipano, 1928 


The Twenty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Idaho was convened in the Masonic Temple at 
Boise on May 24 and 25, 1928, with the Deputy Grand Com- 
mander presiding. Due to financial trouble the Grand 
Commander did not function in that capacity during the year 
and the Deputy Grand Commander filled the office. 

The Annual Address of the Acting Grand Commander is a 
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very short document as this is a small jurisdiction. He 
issued six dispensations and commissioned two Grand Repre- 
sentatives. He thinks Commandery dues are too low in Idaho 
and feels that the Constituent Commanderies are not doing 
the amount of charitable work they should. All but one of the 
Commanderies were inspected during the year and he made a 
number of fraternal visits. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total mem- 
bership of 1,659. Number of Constituent Commanderies 15; 
net loss for the year 8. 

The Edueational Foundation Committee report a total of 
ten loans made during the year amounting to $1,100.00. 
During the three years that the Committee has been function- 
ing, fifty-seven students have been assisted of which twenty- 
eight have graduated. Of the total $5,975.00 loaned during 
this period, $1,030.00 has been repaid, with only one student 
in arrears. 

The George Buhn Crusader’s Cup, given for efficiency in 
Full Form opening, was awarded Idaho Commandery of 
Boise. A second prize of $100.00 was won this year by Gates 
City Commandery of Pocatello. The John G. Brown At- 
tendance prize was won by Weiser Commandery, No. 7. 

This Jurisdiction has no Committee on Templar Review 
and we hope they will fall in line and have such a Committee 
in the near future. 

The Twenty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Idaho will be held in the city of Lewiston, May 
15-16, 1929. 


Inuinors, 1929 


The Seventy-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Illinois was convened in the Asylum of Peoria 
Commandery No. 3, Monday and Tuesday, September 9-10, 
1929. This fine volume opens with a splendid steel engraved 
portrait of Grand Commander Aubrey Prosser and follows 
with smaller portraits of all the Grand Officers. Due to the 
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fact that this report was received so near the time of our own 
Annual Conclave we are unable to give it the space in our own 
report to which it is entitled. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is an ad- 
mirable document of seven pages with all small details rele- 
gated to his addenda which occupies 30 pages of the Pro- 
ceedings. One Hundred and eighty-three dispensations were 
issued and none refused. This is certainly a whole lot of 
dispensations for one year and speaks well for the Com- 
manderies, as most of these were issued for public appearance. 
We note that one dispensation was issued to allow a Com- 
mandery to participate in an Armistice Day parade and we 
doubt if this would have been granted in our own Jurisdic- 
dition. While speaking of their loss in membership he says: 

I am persuaded this reduction is largely accounted for by a 
lack of interest on the part of members and officers in many 
of our Commanderies. Members should choose as officers 
only those who are capable and willing to exert their best 
efforts to further the cause of Templary. If officers will then 
seek, and not rest content to wait for petitions, and, on all 
proper occasions, will present to eligible Royal Arch Masons 
the advantages to be derived from membership in the Order of 
the Temple, I feel confident these losses will quickly abate. 
No decisions were made so far as we can find from a study of 
his report. 

; As usual with this Jurisdiction, the Educational Founda- 
tion Committee submit a fine report of their activities and we 
congratulate them. Two-hundred and seventy loans have 
been made during the year amounting to $62,905.00. 

Their finances are in good condition as evidenced by the 
report of the Grand Treasurer, showing receipts with balance 
on hand of $66,673.85; Disbursements $47,829.15; leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $18,844.70; Invested 
Funds $68,000.00. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 


membership of 35,649 with a net loss for the year of 177 in 
the 84 Commanderies. 
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The Jurisprudence Committee reported favorably on 
several amendments to the Statutes and these were all ap- 
proved by Grand Commandery, requiring no comment from 
us. 

R..E..Sir Joseph A. Painter passed away during the year 
and E.-.Sir Delmar D. Darrah presents his first report on 
Templar Review. He presents a fine document full of in- 
teresting comment and we welcome him as a fellow Scribe. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
four pages and we are pleased with his treatment of our 
Jurisdiction. 

The usual Templar parade was held during the Conclave 
and a formal ball and reception for Grand Commander 
Prosser was held Monday night at Mohammed Temple. It 
was estimated that 1,000 couples occupied the floor at the ball, 
the Knights in Full Uniform, except for swords, and their 
ladies in formal dress. Our Fraters in Illinois certainly know 
how to run an Annual Conclave and we only wish our own 
Jurisdiction would follow their example as regards the social 
end in particular. 

The Seventy-fourth Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction 
will be held in the City of Decatur, September, 1930. 


INDIANA, 1929 


The Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Indiana was convened in the Asylum of Raper 
Commandery, at the Masonic Temple in Indianapolis Wed- 
nesday, May 8-9, 1929 with Grand Commander William W. 
Suckow presiding. 

While the Knights were in conference at the Masonic 
Temple, the visiting ladies were being entertained with lunch- 
eons, dinners, a Musicale and Style Show. The grand parade 
was as usual a most imposing and inspiring sight. More than 
twelve hundred Knights marched in the parade with eleven 
bands and two drum corps. The Annual Reception and Ball 
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was held at the Mosque of Murat Temple. The Committee 
had provided beautiful decorations and refreshments and the 
Ball was largely attended and thoroughly enjoyed. Ascension 
Day services were conducted in the Masonic Temple Audito- 
rium on Thursday morning by the Grand Prelate, Sir Knight 
and Rev. Lewis Brown. 

Many distinguished guests were present at the Conclave 
including Grand Master Sharpe and a number of the line 
Officers of the Grand Encampment. We note with pleasure 
that our own Harry Pollard was among those present. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is an interest- 
ing and instructive document, well-considered and well-written. 
He is much distrubed over their loss in membership and feels 
that the Officers of the Grand Chapter, Grand Council and 
Grand Commandery should hold a meeting for the purpose of 
talking over existing conditions and taking the proper steps to 
arouse more interest in their Constituent bodies. During the 
past year he attempted to arrange for such a meeting but 
received no co-operation from the Grand Chapter. He hopes 
the future will see this important matter followed up and 
Some action taken. Twenty-seven dispensations of a routine 
character were issued and one refused, these were approved by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence. In spite of the fact that they 
have sixty-two Commanderies in Indiana, he visited all of them 
and states that he has traveled approximately 20,000 miles and 
has been able to keep every date arranged by each Com- 
mandery. This is a fine record and we extend our congratu- 
lations. Due to a lack of interest in the work, extending over 
a period of several years, he found it necessary to arrest the 
Charter of Aurora Commandery No. 17, and his action was 
approved by Grand Commandery. An attempt was made to 
consolidate Martinsville Commandery with Franklin Com- 
mandery but the proper procedure was not followed and the 
Committee on Jurisprudence ruled against this action. Under 
Condition of the Order he says: “In some Commanderies we 
do not work close enough with the Blue Lodge and the Chapter. 
We do not feel that it is an individual pleasure and privilege to 
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invite Chapter Masons to petition for the Orders of Knight- 
hood, but leave this largely to our Officers. The responsibility 
of getting new men into our Commanderies rests upon each 
individual Templar.” This is very true, Rt. Eminent, and 
what you say applies to most Jurisdictions. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $31,469.31; Disbursements, 
$22,755.76; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$8,713.55; Invested Funds, $44,699.60. 

Grand Recorder Swintz reports a total membership of 
13,022. Net loss for the year 158. The number of suspensions 
and demits are larger than usual. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made a total 
of 104 new loans the past year and 19 additional to those who 
have received loans prior to this period, amounting to 
$23,315.00. During the time that the Fund has been in opera- 
tion 389 loans have been made, a total of $73,505.00. Balance 
on hand available for loans $13,384.76. 

As this was the Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave, a splendid 
Diamond Jubilee Address, covering the history of Templary in 
Indiana during this time, wasably presented by Rev. Dr. Lewis 
Brown, Grand Prelate. 

Past Grand Master Newby moved that Section 484 of the 
Statutes of the Grand Commandery of Indiana be amended by 
striking out the word “biennially” and insert in lieu thereof 
the word “annual” and that this amendment be voted upon at 
the Annual Conclave in 1930. 

E..Sir Robert A. Woods, presents his sixteenth Annual 
Review covering 45 Jurisdictions and occupying 101 pages of 
the Proceedings. No better Review comes to our attention, 
full and complete. Massachusetts and Rhode Island for 1928 
has his cordial and courteous attention in three pages and we 
thank him for his kindly reference to our own efforts as Scribe. 

The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Indiana will be held in the City of Evansville, 
May 14, 1930. 
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Towa, 1929 


The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Iowa was convened at Templar Park, Spirit Lake, June 25, 
1929, with Grand Commander John F. Hanson presiding. We 
note with pleasure that the Officers of the Grand Commandery 
exemplified the Full Form opening with the Grand Prelate, 
Sir Knight and Rev. Earl N. Tompkins, leading the Sir Knights 
in their devotions. It is quite refreshing to find a group of 
Grand Officers who are able and willing to exemplify our Full 
Form opening and we are sure it must have proved an inspira- 
tion to those Officers of Constituent Commanderies who were 
in attendance. 

We do not wish to appear of a jealous nature, nevertheless we 
cannot refrain from just a touch of envy when we read of the 
splendid home of our Iowa Fraters at Templar Park. In 
reference to this beauty spot we will quote a few lines from a 
report given by Past Commander Wybrandt: ‘Here we may 
truly commune not only with the bountiful goodness of nature 
but with that spirit of unsullied honor, unwearied zeal in a 
brother’s cause and universal benevolence that animates the 
hearts of every Templar who enters this Templar Home—for 
this is ideally a Templar Home. Gathered under one roof are 
the members of this great Order of Christian Knighthood with 
their loved ones, and what a happy family are we. Every 
moment friendships among Iowa Templars and their dear ones 
are being formed that will endure for all time.” 

The Grand Commander’s address is shorter than usual but 
covers everything that is needed. He has granted eighteen 
dispensations but does not report them in detail, he assumes 
they were of importance only to the Commanderiecs requesting 
them.: In response to Bulletin No. 1, from the Grand Master, 
he sent $250.00 to the Grand Commander of Florida to be used 
for relief in their recent disaster. He is much disturbed at their 
heavy loss in membership and we are not surprised at his 
uneasiness as the suspensions and demits were unusually high. 
Group meetings for Schools of Instruction were held in various 
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cities and all of the Commanderies were inspected. The 
Grand Commandery is now paying the expenses of the In- 
specting Officers, as they should, and this is creating a better 
feeling in the Constituent Commanderies. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Walker, we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $19,209.15; Disburse- 
ments $15,558.64; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $3,650.51, which is three thousand less than a year ago. 

Grand Recorder Brownlee reports a total membership of 
11,335; net loss for the year 421; Knighted, admitted and 
reinstated 322; demitted 210; died 210; suspended 323. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee has made 68 loans 
during the year amounting to $16,350.00. Balance on hand 
available for loans, of which a part is pledged already, 
$18,451.49. We are glad to note that our Iowa Fraters do not 
print the names of the Borrowers. 

Ascalon Commandery, No. 25, presented the Grand Com- 
mandery with a gavel made out of burl walnut that grew in 
Black Hawk County, over three hundred years. This was 
accepted by Deputy Grand Commander John A. Belknap, in 
behalf of Grand Commandery. 

The splendid report on Templar Review is from the pen of 
Past Grand Commander Charles C. Clark who has handled 
this work since 1911. We note what he says regarding the 
title of our report and can only say in reply that we feel worse 
than he does about it. By authority of our Jurisprudence 
Committee a year ago, this was changed to “Templar Review” 
but for some unexplained reason the old heading was retained 
by the printer. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly 
and courteously reviewed in six pages with many quotations 
and interesting comment. We thank R.-.E..Sir Clark for his 
kind reference to our efforts of last year. 

The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of this Grand Jurisdic- 
tion will be held at Spirit Lake during the week commencing 
Tuesday, June 24, 1930. 

In closing we wish to compliment the Grand Recorder on 
his promptness in getting out the Proceedings; we received our 
copy on August Ist. 
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Kansas, 1929 


Following the Parade and Review, the Sixtieth Annual 
Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Kansas was convened 
in the Masonic Temple at Dodge City, May 14, 1929, with 
Grand Commander William E. Hutchinson presiding. 

Past Grand Master George W. Vallery, was present as the 
Personal Representative of the Grand Master and was cor- 
dially received and welcomed by the Grand Commander. 

A sustained spirit of good will, devotion, and high idealism 
runs through the Annual Address of the Grand Commander. 
He speaks first of his own beginnings in the Order and of the 
hospitality of this section of the State where he was himself 
Knighted many years ago. Five dispensations were granted 
and two refused, all being approved by Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee. No decisions were rendered and credit for this is 
given to their revised Constitutions which have evidently been 
studied. He says it is a matter of personal gratification that 
he is able to report that everyone of the fifty-nine Command- 
eries were Inspected during the year and that duplicate 
reports cf the Inspectors were sent to each Commandery with 
a letter commenting on the strong and the weak points. Re- 
plies were received from many of the Commanders stating 
that their conferences over the reports were very helpful. 
After consulting with members of the Board of Control he 
sent the sum of $100.00 to the Grand Commander of Florida, 
to be used for Hurricane Relief. He is not much disturbed at 
their loss in membership and says: “Our experience in 
Masonry has convinced us that one good, earnest, enthusiastic, 
and consistent member is worth many disinterested ones who 
seldom attend the regular meetings or Conclaves. If we were 
to evaluate the apparent indifference manifested by so many 
fraters we might well be discouraged as to the condition of 
our Order, but manifest interest and apparent indifference are 
like the crest and trough of the waves, one of which cannot. 
exist without its timely and more or less distant counterpart.” 
He feels that his Jurisdiction should adopt the compulsory 
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uniform law but does not offer this as a recommendation 
because they have recently expressed themselves as being 
strongly opposed thereto. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $55,270.51; Disbursements $51,082.37; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $4,188.14; 
Invested Funds $10,900.00; Triennial Fund $3,641.79. The 
balance on hand in the General Fund is about $800.00 less 
than a year ago. 

Grand Recorder Strain, who sueceeds E.Sir Wilson re- 
signed, reports a total membership of 14,412. Net loss for 
the year 277. This is a heavy percentage of loss and we hope 
our Kansas Fraters will have better success this coming year. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a fine 
report, complete in every detail and occupying five pages of 
the Proecedings. Seventy-one loans were made during the 
year amounting to $17,782.50, leaving a balance on hand 
available for loans of $23,653.68. We are pleased to quote 
from their opening paragraph: ‘‘There is no deeper appeal to 
the human heart or no finer intellectual stimulus than that 
which the Committee experience in the Educational Loan 
Fund work, and it is the desire of the Committee for every 
Knight Templar to have an intelligent part in this great 
movement.” 

The report on Templar Review is, as usual, by that dis- 
tinguished Frater, Grand Recorder Emeritus, Albert K. 
Wilson, who ably reviews all the Grand Jurisdictions in 100 
pages. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously and 
thoroughly reviewed in four pages of his report with a number 
of quotations from the Annual Address of R.:.E..Sir Abbott. 

The Sixty-First Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction will 
be held in the City of Coffeyville, May 13, 1930. 


Kentucky 1929 


The Eighty-Second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kentucky was convened in the City of Winchester, 
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May 15, 1929, with Grand Commander John T. Graves, 
presiding. Preceding the formal opening of Grand Com- 
mandery, religious services were held at the First Christian 
Church, under the direction of Grand Prelate, Rev. and Sir 
Knight Malcolm D. Royse. 

Although the Annual Conclave of Kentucky was held in 
May, we did not receive our copy of their Proceedings until 
the middle of October which necessitates somewhat of a hasty 
and superficial review. 

An Emergency Conclave was convened in the Masonic 
Temple, Covington, May 13, 1929, for the purpose of con- 
ducting funeral services for Past Grand Commander, Alfred H. 
Bryant, Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery of 
Kentucky. 

The Grand Commander reports that all but one of the 
Commanderies have been inspected this year. He states that 
one of the Commanderies is in a deplorable condition as they 
have had no candidates since 1925 and no meeting held for 
overa year. Three dispensations were issued and one decision 
rendered, these being in accord with Templar law and practice. 

From the Annual Report 6f the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 8,386. Net loss for the year 480. The 
suspensions were very heavy, amounting to 415. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $34,209.99; disbursements $16,748.48; leaving a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $17,461.51; Permanent Fund 
$25,647.77; Triennial Funds $2,088.70. 

The Educational Foundation Committee present a very 
complete and interesting report of their work for the year. 
Seventy-six loans have been made aggregating $13,410.00. 
Total amounts loaned to students during the past five years 
$50,463.00. 

Past Grand Commander Cramer presented a new Inspection 
report for use by the Commanderies and this form was adopted 
by Grand Commandery and will be used in the future. 

M...E..Sir Newby, who had been assigned to visit this 
Grand Commandery as the Personal Representative of the 
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Grand Master, was introduced by R..E..Sir Smith and 
cordially weleomed by Grand Commander Graves. 

E.Sir W. W. Clark presents an admirable report on Templar 
Review, occupying nincty-cight pages of the Proceedings. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
four pages with a number of quotations and interesting com- 
ment. We thank our fellow Scribe for his kindly reference to 
our efforts of last year. 

The Eighty-Third Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction will 
be held in the City of Newport, Wednesday, May 21, 1930. 


Lourstana, 1929 


The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Louisiana was convened in the Masonic Temple, Lafayette, 
April 8-9, 1929. On Sunday, April 7th, the Annual Church 
Service was held in the First Methodist Chureh and was con- 
ducted with full Musical and Ritual Service by the Grand 
Prelate, E..Sir Robert H. Harper. The sermon delivered by 
the Grand Prelate is printed in full in the Proceedings and we 
wish more of our Fraters might have the privilege of reading 
this. 

In the Annual Address of Grand Commander Ricks he 
states: ‘That the year has been a most inactive one in almost 
every sense. The status of general business and the gradual 
readjustment of affairs to conform to present day conditions 
and demands, have contributed much to bring into effect this 
inertia. The attendance of the Sir Knights has fallen off, 
and only a small number of petitions have been received.” 
This does not sound very encouraging but we are of the opinion 
that the failure to hold any Official Inspections in Louisiana 
during the past year is partially responsible for this lack of 
interest. Seven dispensations were issued by R..-.E...Sir Ricks 
and two of these were commented upon by the Jurisprudence 
Committee as being unconstitutional. They referred to 
allowing a Generalissimo and Captain General to be elected 
to fill vacancies caused by removal from the Jurisdiction. 


30 GRAND COMMANDERY OF MASS. AND R.I. 


The Committee was absolutely correct in bringing this matter 
to the attention of Grand Commandery. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $14,963.84; Disbursements 
$7,548.01; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$7,412.95; Unpaid Dues $2,893.00. We are surprised at the 
amount of this last item as it seems unnecessary from our 
standpoint. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 3,141. 
Net loss for the year 71. 

We note with regret the resignation of Inspector General 
Harold J. Neale, as we have been deeply interested in the 
efforts he has made to establish an efficient Inspection System. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee submit a very 
fine report of their activities covering a period of five years. 
They have made twelve loans during the past year, amounting 
to $2,400.00. 

Several resolutions were adopted at this session but as they 
are of local interest only, we will not quote them. 

The able report on Templar Review is as usual from the pen 
of R..E..Sir Albert A. Davis and occupies sixty-four pages 
of the Volume. We note his comment on the last report of 
our Jurisprudence Committee regarding Ritual and Tacties 
and must say in reply that our Committee was referring only 
to our Constituent Commanderies. We are not and never 
have attempted to change the Ritual, (regardless of reports 
to the contrary), but we do insist that our Constituent Com- 
manderies render the Ritual of our Order in as perfect a manner 
as possible. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is given two 
pages of courteous review and we thank him for his kindly 
reference to our own efforts. 

The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 


mandery of Louisiana will be held in the city of Alexandria in 
April, 1930. 
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Mane, 1929 


A Special Conclave of this Grand Jurisdiction was convened 
at Masonie Temple, Portland, October 24, 1928, for the pur- 
pose of amending and rescinding the rules for the administra- 
tion of the Educational Loan Fund as adopted in 1925. 

The Seventy-cighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Maine was convened in Masonic Temple, Port- 
land, May 10, 1929, with R..M!..Grand Commander George 
F. Geddings presiding. We note with pleasure that our own 
Grand Commander) Rv.E.Sir Burleigh and our Grand 
Recorder, Em.-.Sir Pleschinger, were guests at this Conclave. 

Grand Commander Geddings gives a very full and interest- 
ing report of the year’s work and while disturbed at their loss 
in membership says: “I believe there is no cause to become 
hysterical, in the loss of membership and that after the dead- 
wood is removed the Order will be in far better condition than 
ever before. It seems to me that the pendulum is on the down- 
ward swing and before long normaley will prevail. I am 
pleased, however, to inform you that the quality of work per- 
formed by our Constituent Commanderies has been elevated 
this year as a result of the Schools of Instruction held under the 
authority of the Standing Regulations adopted in 1928.” He 
authorized the sending of $500.00 to the Grand Recorder of 
Florida for relief purposes. With this in mind he recommended 
the formation of an Emergency Fund which could be used in 
eases of this nature and this recommendation was later 
adopted by Grand Commandery. Twenty-six dispensations 
were issued and one refused. These were well within his 
province as Grand Commander and were approved by Juris- 
prudence Committee. Due to the expense entailed, he decided 
to have a one-day Conclave this year instead of two. Most of 
the Maine Commanderies have established the custom of 
celebrating St. John’s Day and it was felt that this additional 
appearance would prove a hardship from a financial stand- 
point. We were surprised to note that one of the Constituent 
Commanderies had assessed their entire membership $20.00 
to finance one of these St. John’s Day celebrations and this 
seems just a little drastic to us. 
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Military Instructor Southard is much encouraged at the 
success attained by the Schools of Instruction and hopes that 
competitive drills may become more and more general between 
the Commanderies of the Jurisdiction. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $57,677.55; Disbursements 
$26,839.20; leaving a balance on hand of $34,553.88. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 9,449. 
Net loss for the year 191. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee has been active 


as evidenced by the following: “During the year the Committee ” 


has held eleven meetings. At those meetings 41 applications 
for loans have been received. One application was withdrawn 
before action was taken by the Committee and one was refused. 
The percentage of girl applicants this year has been much 
smaller than any year since the Committee has been function- 
ing, only three having applied for loans this year.” The total 
amount loaned during the year was $7,700.00. 

R..E..Sir William H. Nichols, Past Grand Commander of 
Vermont, was present as the personal representative of the 
Grand Master and installed the newly elected officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Grand Recorder Davis presents his usual splendid report on 
Templar Review and Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
thoroughly reviewed in three pages, nothing of interest escapes 
his courteous attention. In his prologue or foreword, he 
advances the suggestion that it would be well for all Juris- 
dictions to study the causes of non-affiliation, particularly of 
the Sir Knights demitted. We agree with E.-. Sir Davis that 
such information would prove very valuable.

Maryann, 1929 


The Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of the State 
of Maryland commenced its Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave in 
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the Asylum, Masonic Temple, in the City of Baltimore, on 
Wednesday, May 8, 1929, at 3.30 p.m. 

This fine Volume opens with a steel engraved portrait of the 
incoming Grand Commander, R.:.E..Sir Henry O. Perry and 
is followed by a short sketch of his civil and Masonic life. He 
has our sympathy as we note that he is engaged in the same line 
of business in which your Reviewer has labored for the past 
twenty-eight years. 

Several distinguished guests were present including R..E.. 
Sir Charles E. Baldwin, Past Grand Commander of the 
District of Columbia, officiating as the Personal Representa- 
tive of the Grand Master, and R.:.E.-Sir Henry F. Bath, 
Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of New 
Jersey. 

Grand Commander Smith presents a short report of eight 
pages and he is commended by the Committee on Doings of 
Grand Officers, for his faithful administration. Three dis- 
pensations were issued and one decision rendered, all of these 
being approved by the Jurisprudence Committee. He has 
visited all of his Constituent Commanderies and while re- 
ferring to these visits says: ‘‘The Commanderies of our Juris- 
diction, with but few exceptions, have well qualified officers, 
and are properly uniformed, all of which tends very largely to 
a true exemplification of the true Knight Templar spirit. 
While there has been only a slight change in the numbers of 
our Commanderies, we can feel confident that they are being 
placed on a more solid basis. The commercializing influence 
that has been prevalent in all walks of life for some years past, 
we fear may have had in a measure a deteriorating effect on 
Masonry in general, and it is not well to devote too much 
time and importance to other Orders that are dependent upon 
Masonic affiliation.” 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $18,738.45; Disbursements $7,795.90; leaving a balance on 
hand in the General Fund of $10,942.55; Invested Funds 
$6,972.00. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
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total membership in the Jurisdiction of 4,800. No gain or 
loss was made during the year and we must pause to congratu- 
late Maryland upon this showing when the great majority are 
reporting in red ink. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made twenty- 
one loans amounting to $4,910.00; leaving a balance on hand 
available for loans of $11,344.96. On recommendation of the 
Finance Committee it was voted that the Educational Com- 
mittee be authorized to pay the Secretary of the Committee a 
salary from the interest of the Fund; the salary to be fixed 
by the Committee itself. 

The Committee on Grievance reported that after duly con- 
sidering the evidence submitted in the trial and subsequent 
expulsion of a Sir Knight of one of the Constituent Com- 
manderies, they recommend that the Sir Knight be restored 
to Good Standing as a Knight Templar. The report was ac- 
cepted and by unanimous vote of the Grand Commandery 
the Sir Knight was restored. 

The report on Templar Review is as usual by that dis- 
tinguished Knight, Edward Ff, Buchner, Ph.D., of Johns 
Hopkins University, and is one of the best which we receive. 
He opens with a prologue of three pages which is well worth 
reading and we wish more of our Fraters might have our 
opportunity. 

The Sixtieth Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction will be 
held at the Masonic Temple in Baltimore, May 14, 1930. 


Micuiaan, 1929 


The Seventy-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Michigan was convened in the Masonic Temple 
at Benton Harbor, Tuesday, June 4, 1929, in conformity with 
the Statutes. This day having been devoted to a general 
parade and exhibition drills, the Grand Commandery was 
immediately declared in recess until 9.30 Wednesday morning. 

An unusual number of distinguished guests were in attend- 
ance at this Conclave, including M..E.-.Sir William L. Sharp, 
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Grand Master of the Grand Encampment with several of his 
officers. 

It is a real pleasure for us to peruse this well written address 
of Grand Commander Boyee, and he has given his Jurisdietion 
a splendid administration. He has visited a number of sister 
Grand Jurisdictions and attended many Inspections in his 
own Commanderies, in addition to having the Triennial Con- 
clave at Detroit to occupy his attention. Thirty dispensa- 
tions were granted and five refused, all being approved by his 
Committee on Jurisprudence. We note that several of the 
dispensations refused were because the event was not of a 
Masonic character and we must confess that in our opinion 
several of those granted would appear to be classed under the 
same head. However, this may be unfair judgment on our 
part as full details are not given. Regarding the suspension 
of members for non-payment of dues he says: “Follow out 
your By-Laws in this matter, not waiting until dues are delin- 
quent two years, but being always active, and I predict un- 
hesitatingly a better condition and many less suspensions, a 
growth in membership rather than a loss, such as will appear 
in Report of the closing year. Inspection Reports show large 
increases in uncollected dues. This condition requires the 
prompt action of every Commander in this Jurisdiction. 
Collect your dues, pay your bills for your current expenses 
and at least hold your present membership.” 

The Report of the Grand Recorder shows a total membership 
of 15,638, with a net loss for the year of 160. Fourteen of the 
fifty-five Commanderies show a gain, thirty-six a loss, and 
five remain the same. 

From their financial statement we find receipts with balance 
on hand of $93,006.82; Disbursements $60,175.65; leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $32,831.17; Permanent 
Fund $17,915.00 which will be increased to $30,000.00 during 
the coming year. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made 101 
loans amounting in the aggregate to $19,675.00. These loans 
were made to 82 men students and 19 lady students, and range 
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in amount from $100.00 to $300.00. The Committee is unan- 
imous in the appeal to the Representatives present at this 
Grand Conclave, that they return to their own Commanderies 
with the definite purpose of keeping their members informed 
at all times on the subject of this splendid undertaking. They 
also desire all Inspecting Officers to speak definitely on this 
matter at their Official Visits to the end that more of the Sir 
Knights may fully understand this nation-wide program for 
the betterment of society through the channel of advanced 
education. 

We wish to congratulate the Finance Committee on their 
comprehensive report and are pleased to note that this Juris- 
diction have a budget which is strictly adhered to. 

Eighteen pages of the volume is given to the report of the 
Hospitalers Committee and we regret that space prevents our 
giving this the attention it deserves. 

Several minor Amendments were made and Resolutions 
adopted but as these are of local interest only, we will pass 
along. 

Rev. Emil Montanus presents his tenth report on Templar 
Review written in his usual friendly and efficient manner. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
three pages. 


The Seventy-fourth Annual Conclave will be held in the 
City of Flint, June 3, 1930. 


Mississippi, 1929 


On Sunday, April 7th, at 7 p.m., the Grand Commandery 
gathered at the Masonic Temple in the City of Meridian and 
marched to the First Baptist Church, under escort of Cyrene 
Commandery, No. 9, where Divine Services were conducted 
by Grand Prelate, H. L. Martin of Lexington. 

The Sixty-Ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Mississippi was convened in the Asylum of Cyrene Com- 
mandery on Monday, April 8, 1929, with Grand Commander 
William G. Carter presiding. 
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Grand Commander Carter’s Annual Address carries a note 
of regret at his inability to do more for his Jurisdiction during 
his tenure of office but we feel that he has paved the way for 
added interest in Templarism among his Mississippi Fraters 
in the very near future. He has developed and placed in 
operation a definite plan for arousing more interest among the 
Sir Knights of the Constituent Commanderies and, in our 
opinion, if his successors will follow this through, Templarism 
will benefit materially. Three dispensations were granted and 
several minor decisions rendered, all of these being approved 
by the Committee on Jurisprudence. One of the dispensa- 
tions was to allow a Commandery to participate in an Armis- 
tice Day parade, which would not have been granted in our 
own Jurisdiction, but of course the Grand Commander was 
within his rights in doing so. In response to an appeal for aid, 
he sent $500.00 to our Fraters in Porto Rico and Florida to 
assist them in their suffering caused by the destructive cyclones 
of last year. Speaking of the large balance in the Educational 
Fund he says: ‘We have taken from Mississippi Knights 
Templars for the purpose of educating worthy boys and girls, 
$1.00 per year and only twenty-six and one-third cents of it 
is now at work. I do not know what brought this about but 
am told that the restrictions placed upon the Educational 
Committee by acts of the Grand Commandery for handling 
the Fund is responsible. It seems that we have, heretofore, 
regarded this Fund in the light of a cold-blooded business 
proposition rather than as a humanitarian enterprise. I there- 
fore recommend that this Committee bring before the Grand 
Commandery such modifications and changes in these provi- 
sions as will in their judgment accomplish the desired result.” 
This recommendation was later adopted by Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The Grand Treasurer submits the shortest report we have 
ever seen, merely stating the following: “Balance on hand 
January 1, 1929, $21,023.86; Balance in Educational Fund 
$17,111.89; Invested Funds $10,000.00. 

Grand Recorder Faucette reports that all Constituent Com- 
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manderies have made their Annual Reports and have paid 
dues. Only one Commandery was penalized for delinquency 
in filing returns. They have a total membership of 3,734 and 
a net loss for the year of 63. 

We note with regret that Mississippi has repealed their law 
requiring the purchase of a uniform by every candidate, as 
evidenced by the following Resolution which was adopted in 
spite of a minority report by a member of the Committee 
considering the matter: “That section 16 of the Statutes and 
By-Laws be changed and made to read as follows: It is not 
obligatory upon a candidate, member of local Commandery 
to buy or own a uniform; but pride, loyalty to the Order, 
ability to confer the degrees, to attend public functions clad 
in proper regalia, should prompt them to do so.” If there 
are so many splendid reasons for having a uniform as this 
Committee states, why repeal the obligatory uniform require- 
ment? It seems to us that the Committee is rather incon- 
sistent and that the Grand Commandery has taken a step 
backward. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir L. A. Benoist 
who reviews 44 Jurisdictions in a capable and interesting 


manner. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously 
reviewed in two pages. 


Missourt, 1929 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Missouri was held at Jefferson City, May 14-15, 
1929, with Grand Commander Walter L, Ashelman presiding. 

This is as usual a splendid volume and opens with a full page 
steel engraving of R..E..Sir Ashelman, followed by a short 
sketch of his business and Masonic career. 

Previous to the official opening of the Grand Commandery, 
devotional exercises were conducted under the direction of 
l..Sir Corona H. Briggs, Grand Prelate. By order of the 
Grand Commander, Peace Commandery, No. 29, exemplified 
the Full Form opening in a manner which met with the 
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approval of those present and bore testimony to the instruc- 
tion which they had received. 

Many distinguished guests were present including the 
heads of all the Masonic Grand Bodies in Missouri together 
with M.:.E..Sir William L. Sharp, Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment and a number of his Grand Encampment 
officers. 

The Annual Address of R.-.E..Sir Ashelman occupies 
twenty-four pages of the Proceedings and is a splendid report 
of a busy administration. He is very much disturbed over 
their heavy loss in membership but feels their Inspection 
System will help arouse interest. Referring to this he says: 
“Putting into effect the new methods of Inspection, adopted 
at our last Annual Conclave, has involved a great amount of 
labor. The plan is new with us, and a great many things have 
to be worked out, but we had to start and the defects will soon 
be rectified. We believed it was necessary that something 
be done to create more interest in Templarism throughout our 
Jurisdiction. We have had a large loss in membership in the 
last two years but I feel that we have struck bottom in the 
great number of suspensions. I believe that we should not 
feel discouraged, as I find that some of the other Jurisdictions’ 
loss, in percentage, has been greater than ours. What is the 
reason for this loss? In my opinion we must work more from 
the inside. If the work is done in a slipshod, listless manner, 
the candidate is not impressed. This was the inspiration 
that prompted the District Instruction and Inspection System. 
This will result in enthusiasm; and an enthusiastic Com- 
mandery will not show a loss.’’ Seven dispensations were 
granted and one refused. These were all of a routine char- 
acter and require no comment. He feels that the expenses of 
Grand Commandery should be curtailed where possible as he 
deems it inadvisable to raise their present per capita tax of 
$1.00, in spite of the fact that they have been running behind 
for several years. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $88,705.52; Disbursements

$57,385.11; leaving a balance on hand of $31,320.41; Emerg- 
ency Fund $46,000.00. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 16,002. 
Net loss for the year 510. In glancing over his statistics we 
find that 505 were suspended for non-payment of dues, which 
to us seems rather excessive. 

Several amendments to the laws of the Grand Commandery 
were presented and adopted but these are of local interest 
only. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee present a fine 
report of their stewardship and we note with pleasure that 
they have made a total of 304 loans during the year, amount- 
ing to $42,940.00. Missouri is to be congratulated upon being 
ranked first by the Grand Encampment, among all the Grand 
Commanderies in the repayment of loans. 

The report on Templar Review is as usual from the pen of 
Grand Recorder Denslow and occupies 100 pages of the volume. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
three pages. 


Montana, 1928 


The Forty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Montana was convened at Melita Island, Flathead Lake, 
July 4-6, 1928 with Grand Commander Charles W. Ling 
presiding. This Jurisdiction purchased Melita Island several 
years ago and have their own Drill Grounds and Assembly 
Hall located on their own land. 

A Special Conclave was convened in the Asylum of Helena 
Commandery at Helena, Montana, on February 19, 1928, for 
the ceremony of the burial of R..E..Sir Joseph J. Hindson, 
Grand Treasurer. Helena Commandery acted as escort to 
the Grand Commandery to the Consistory Temple, where the 
Templar Services were conducted by the Grand Commander 
and, the Acting Grand Prelate. 

The Grand Commander has had a very busy year and has 
visited nineteen of his twenty-three Constituent Command- 
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erics. We are pleased to quote from a portion of his Address 
as follows: ‘Into modern Templary there must be inoculated 
that which characterized the Templar of old who exemplified 
by his devotion, his valorous deeds, his zeal and self-sacrifice 
that he was rendering Christian service, which today is the 
world’s greatest need. To accomplish this we will not take up 
sword and buckler to suppress dynasties and to conquer 
peoples by marching onto battle fields and take part in the 
carnage of War. We must go courageously forward as a 
Christian organization, with the cross of Christ upon our 
banners to remind us that we are pledged to inculeate His 
teachings, and with that same patriotism that thrills our 
hearts in the defense of our Country.” No decisions were 
rendered during the year and but one dispensation granted. 
He states that the finances of the Jurisdiction are not of the 
best and makes a number of good recommendations along the 
line of reducing expenses but most of these were turned down 
by Grand Commandery. One of the recommendations, to 
discontinue the payment of mileage to the Representatives of 
the Grand Body, would have saved the Jurisdiction about 
three thousand dollars per year and would have placed them 
on their feet financially. The death of Grand Treasurer 
Hindson necessitated the filling of the vacant office by ap- 
pointment and on February 28, 1928, he appointed E.:.Sir 
John 8. Harrison of Helena, to serve until his successor be 
chosen. It is needless to state that. E..Sir Harrison was 
regularly elected Grand Treasurer at this Conclave. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 2,562. Net loss for the year 57. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a complete 
report of their activities for the year and state that re-payments 
are beginning to come in. They do not give the number of 
loans made but they amount to $9,675.00. 

We note with regret that Montana has discontinued the 
practice of reviewing other Jurisdictions and hope they will 
see their way clear to resume this interesting work in the near 


future. 
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The Forty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Montana will be held in the City of Helena, 
July 24-25, 1929. 


Nepraska, 1929 


The Fifty-seventh Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction was 
convened in Omaha, April 11th, and immediately adjourned 
to June 19th in the City of Chadron. When we read of the 
splendid entertainment tendered the Grand Commandery by 
the Officers and members of Melita Commandery we begin 
to realize to some extent the meaning of Western hospitality. 
On the evening of the 19th, the members of the Grand Com- 
mandery were entertained at dinner at the Chadron Country 
Club. On the afternoon of the 20th they were entertained at 
the Nebraska State Park, where a barbecue dinner was served, 
followed by automobile trips to points of interest in the sur- 
rounding country. During the evening these fortunate 
guests enjoyed a Banquet, Reception, and Grand Ball held 
at the Chadron State Normal Gymnasium. 

Grand Commander Francis §. Mitchell presents a very 
complete report of his administration and is appreciative of 
the many courtesies extended him. In addition to a number 
of visits in his own Jurisdiction he attended the Annual Con- 
claves of the Grand Commanderies of Colorado and Illinois. 
Eleven dispensations of a routine character were issued and 
require no comment. Under the head of Recommendations 
he says: “I would recommend that more attention be given 
to the social side of our Order; that these functions be con- 
ducted along conventional lines to the end that the wives and 
families of the Sir Knights may become more familiar with 
the Templar objective, and assist in creating a desire for 
membership among the ever-growing list of eligibles.’ And 
also: “I would recommend that our Grand Commandery 
adopt and use some particular form for reconvening the 
Grand Commandery. This has been done in other Juris- 
dictions, and I believe would add a dignity and impressiveness 
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to our present method. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
have a form which was drafted for this particular purpose, 
and which I believe could be used advantageously by 
Nebraska.”’? Naturally we are pleased that our form has met 
with his approval and we note it was also recommended by 
their Inspector Instructor, and adopted by vote of Grand 
Commandery. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $24,272.04; Disbursements $13,- 
974.54; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$10,297.50; Total assets of the Grand Commandery in cash 
and bonds, $13,697.50. 

From the report of Grand Recorder Smith, we find a total 
membership of 4,396, with a net loss for the year of 63. He 
speaks of the fine spirit of co-operation which has existed for 
several years among the Grand Commandery Officers and the 
Officers of the Constituent Commanderies and says that 
Knightly courtesy has prevailed at all times in solving per- 
plexing problems. 

Inspector General Clarence 0. Dawson, presents a very 
able report occupying eight pages. It is quite evident that he 
takes his duty seriously and that much is being accomplished 
through the medium of their Inspection System. Some of the 
Commanderies are not up to normal but one can usually 
find a few weak spots in almost any Jurisdiction, so why worry. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a well 
written and complete report of their year’s work and we find 
seventy-five loans have been made, totalling $10,600.00. 
Balance on hand available for loans $282.96. We congratu- 
late our Fraters upon this small balance which proves they 
believe in keeping their money at work. 

There was an unusual number of motions made, most of 
them accepted by Grand Commandery, but these are of 
local interest only and we will not report them. 

E..Sir Charles H. Marley presents a splendid Review of 
Templar Proceedings and we will quote from his prologue: 
“Many view with alarm this shrinking in numbers. We do 
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not. Templarism is built on a solid and sure foundation, and 
will prevail. The wonderful spectacle of 35,000 uniformed 
Sir Knights marching in Detroit to the strains of ‘Onward 
Christian Soldiers’ is the ‘answer.’ Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously and thoroughly reviewed in four 
pages and we thank him for his kindly reference to our efforts 
of last year. We hope to have the privilege of meeting H.:.Sir 
Marley at the Triennial Conclave in Minneapolis and there 
renew our acquaintance formed at Detroit. 

The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Nebraska will be held at North Platte, May 1, 1930. 


New Hampsuire, 1928 


The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of New 
Hampshire was convened in the Asylum of Trinity Com- 
mandery, in the City of Manchester, September 25, 1928, with 
Grand Commander Frank C. Livingston presiding. 

From the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we 
learn that illness during the year prevented him from keeping 
in as close touch with his Commanderies as he had intended. 
In spite of this handicap he was able to make a number of 
fraternal visits and inspected nine Commanderies. The In- 
spections are evidently taken seriously, judging by the careful 
statistical record of the number of members, in uniform and 
not in uniform, and visiting Sir Knights present, this year 
showing a slight decrease in the number who attended Tnspec- 
tions during the year previous. One dispensation was issued 
for a special Conclave and several minor decisions rendered. 
All the Commanderies engaged in a Christmas observance. 
He recommends that. each Commandery have a Past Com- 
manders’ Association to aid the Officers in guiding affairs, and 
also a membership Committee to do the double duty of being 
on the lookout for desirable candidates and following up those 
Sir Knights liable to suspension for non-payment of dues. 

Grand Treasurer Rice reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $8,875.84; Disbursements $5,226.62; leaving a balance on 
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hand in the General Fund of $3,449.22; Triennial Fund, 
$840.00. 

From the Summary prepared by Grand Recorder Cheney 
we find a total membership in the Jurisdiction of 3,360, making 
a net loss of 68 for the year. 

The report of the Educational Foundation Committee is 
especially interesting in view of the fact that special stress is 
laid on the fact that the Fund is not working up to capacity, 
and urges: “each Templar to counsel those who stand in need 
of financial assistance for educational purposes to apply for a 
loan.” Tourteen loans were made during the year, six being 
second loans, totaling $2,525.00. Balance on hand available 
for use by the Committee $5,944.79. Repayments on prin- 
cipal and interest have been coming in very satisfactorily with 
the girls a little more appreciative and more prompt in repay- 
ment than the boys. On motion of R..E..Sir Hurd it was 
voted that after this date the rate of interest to be paid upon 
loans from the Fund shall be three per cent; and that the rate 
of interest upon loans already made shall be three per cent. 
after January 1, 1929. 

The report on Templar Review, his sixteenth, was sub- 
mitted by Grand Recorder Harry M. Cheney, and as usual, 
it is an excellent piece of work. Forty of the Grand Jurisdic- 
tions are amply reviewed in sixty-six pages, including Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island and we thank him for his courteous 

reference to our efforts of last year. 

The next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
New Hampshire will be held at Laconia, September 24, 1929, 


New Jmrsny, 1929 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Jersey was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
City of Trenton, March 8, 1929 with Grand Commander 
Frank C. Preiss presiding. q 

R..H..Harry G. Pollard was presented as Personal Rep- 
resentative of the Grand Master and was accompanied by 
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R.-.E..Sir Clarence E. Burleigh as Grand Warder. Both of 
our Fraters were cordially received by the Grand Commander 
and expressed their pleasure at being present in a few well 
chosen words. R.-.E.-.Sir Preiss is a personal friend of Past 
Grand Commander Norris G. Abbott of our Jurisdiction and 
requested R..E.-.Sir Burleigh to convey his compliments to 
Norris. 

The Grand Commander’s Address is well written and in- 
teresting. He has visited all of his Constituent Command- 
eries and made a number of fraternal visits to other Grand 
Jurisdictions. Twenty-one dispensations were granted and 
three refused; these were all according to Templar Law but 
were approved by a Committee on Dispensations instead of 
Jurisprudence which is contrary to general custom. He 
reports at length upon the lack of interest in one of his Con- 
stituent Commanderies and finally recommends an increase in 
territory to enable them to secure more candidates. This 
seems to us rather of a weak solution to the problem as the 
Commandery is evidently in a very bad condition. He re- 
ports a few minor infractions of Templar Law in some of the 
Commanderies but these are of local interest only. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Robert M. 
Silber we find receipts with balance on hand of $43,477.19; 
Disbursements $22,697.29; leaving a balance on hand of 
$20,779.92. 

Grand Recorder John M. Wright reports a total member- 
ship of 7,670. Net loss for the year 25. This is a much 
better showing than a number of Jurisdictions of like size 
have made during the past year. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has granted 
twenty-seven loans amounting to $7,885.00. Of the twenty- 
seven loans granted, ten were to girls and seventeen to men. 
Most of the borrowers are furnishing Life Insurance Policies 
to secure the Fund against loss in case of death but no loans 
have been refused because of the absence of such policy. 
They have loans outstanding of $31,117.50 and a balance on 
hand available for loans of $6,960.04, 
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With reference to the Ritual Committee and the districting 
of the State of New Jersey into Divisions for purpose of 
Inspection, this was deemed such an important matter that 
it was on motion ordered that the Ritual Committee shall 
consist of five members instead of three, as heretofore, com- 
mencing at once. 

The excellent report on Templar Review is by E..Sir E. A. 
Whitman who opens his report with a four-page prologue 
which is well worth reading and we wish more of our Fraters 
could have our privilege of doing so. Referring to lack of 
sustained interest by many Past Commanders he says: “Your 
Reviewer, as a Past Commander, regrets exceedingly to ex- 
press himself in this way, but it is a recognized fact that in 
so many of our Constituent Bodies, and this is also reflected 
in our Grand Bodies, many of those who have been sin- 
gularly honored seem quickly to lose interest and those 
who remain active and in turn interested in the continued 
welfare of the Order are of the minority.’”’ There is a lot of 
truth in this statement, Sir Knights; think it over. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two 
pages. 

The Seventieth Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction will 
be convened in the City of Trenton, March 7, 1930. 


New Mexico, 1929 


Three Special Conclaves of this Grand Commandery were 
convened in different cities during 1928 for the purpose of 
installing Grand Officers into their respective stations. 

The Twenty-eighth Annual Conclave was convened in the 
city of Gallup on February 22, 1929. The Grand Officers were 
escorted from the headquarters of the Grand Commander 
to the Masonic Temple, by Baldwyn Commandery, No. 12, 
led by the Gamerco Band. 

R..E..Sir H. D. Aitken, Past Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Arizona, was present as the Official 
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Representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master, and was 
received by Grand Commander Julien under an Arch of Steel. 

The Annual Address of R..E..Sir Taylor E. Julien is a 
very short document and he regrets the fact that his severe 
illness during the year prevented him from accomplishing the 
program of activities he had planned. One dispensation was 
granted and no decisions rendered. He offered several rec- 
ommendations for the betterment of the Jurisdiction but 
these were not adopted by Grand Commandery. A resolution 
was introduced and adopted, requesting the incoming Grand 
Commander to get in touch with the heads of the other Grand 
Bodies and try to arrange for the Annual Meetings of all to 
be held in the same city and somewhere near the same week. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $3,491.16; Disbursements 
$1,694.91; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$1,796.25; Masonic Home Fund $4,274.94; Triennial Fund 
$407.86; Masonic Relief Fund $100.00. 

The Grand Commandery of New Mexico have fourteen 
Constituent Commanderies with a total membership of 1,369. 
Net loss for the year 18. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 
thirteen loans made during 1928, amounting to $3,200.00. 
Total amount loaned since the origin of the Fund, $8,910.00. 
Balance on hand available for loans $2,168.33. 

This Jurisdiction have no Committee or report on Templar 
Review. 

The Twenty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com-

Nrw York 1929 


We regret the fact that our copy of the Proceedings did not 
reach our office until the middle of October and for this reason 
we cannot give it the attention deserved. 

The One Hundred and Sixteenth Annual Conclave of the 
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Grand Commandery of New York was convened in the 
Masonic Temple, Schenectady, June 24, 1929, with Grand 
Commander Bentley 8. Powers presiding. On Sunday evening, 
June 23, prior to the opening of Grand Commandery, religious 
services were held in the Cathedral of All Saints, Albany, 
under the direction of the Very Rev. George L. Richardson, 
D. D., Dean of the Cathedral, assisted by Grand Prelate 
G. Sherman Burrows. 

Many distinguished guests were present at the Conclave 
including R..1..Sir Adrian Hammersly, Personal Repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master, and delegations from Vermont, 
Connecticut, Ohio and New Jersey. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a very 
fine document and it is evident that he has administered the 
affairs of his office in a most capable and faithful manner. 
Under the heading ‘‘Condition of the Order’ he says: ‘“We 
firmly believe on the face of the loss in membership, truly 
all too apparent, that the condition of our Order is better by 
this loss; the material petitioning is of a higher type and 
calibre; those retaining their membership are of finer grain, 
possess keener interest and can be depended upon to meet 
the issues, foster our growth on saner policies and hoist high 
the banner and tenets of Christian Knighthood.” The Grand 
Commander was called upon for thirty-seven decisions during 
the year. All these decisions are correct but most of them 
could have been solved by the Commander himself if familiar 
with his Constitutions and Statutes. Fifty-seven dispensa- 
tions were issued and fourteen refused. We note with surprise 
that four of those granted were for the purpose of conferring 
the Orders in less than statutory time. He authorized the 
sending of $250.00 to the Grand Commander of Florida to 
assist in their relief work. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $131,906.99; disbursements.$97,072.20; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $34,834.79; 
Invested Funds $76,114.32. 
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The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 37,299. 
Net loss for the year 444. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made a total 
of 142 loans during the year amounting to $29,000.00. Total 
outstanding loans to May 16, 1929, $126,634.80. The Com- 
mittee state they have approximately $60,000.00 available 
for loans during the coming year and urge the Sir Knights to 
“Get Busy.” 

Evidently the old question of Jurisdictional Lines is causing 
some discussion and we will simply say that this is nothing 
new. Every Grand Jurisdiction has this ever-present problem 
before them and it is practically impossible to please everyone. 

E..Sir John J. Jenkins presents his twenty-fifth report on 
Templar Review and as usual it is a fine document. He speaks 
very nicely of Massachusetts and Rhode Island and we are 
grateful for his kindly reference to our efforts as Reviewer. 

The One Hundred and Seventeenth Annual Conclave will 
be held in the City of Poughkeepsie, June 16, 1930. 


Norru Carouina, 1929 


The Forty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of North Carolina was convened in the Asylum of 
St. John’s Commandery, in the City of New Bern, May 15, 
1929, with Grand Commander Will Y. Warren presiding. 

Grand Commander Warren presents a short but well written 
report and has issued three dispensations during the year. 
He speaks encouragingly of their small loss in membership 
and under this head says: ‘“Non-payment of dues has been 
one of our most serious causes of the loss in membership and 
while I sympathize with the Recorder, who is usually blamed 
for all the trouble, still you find that where the Recorder is 
live and wide-awake, you will usually find the smallest number 
of suspensions.” In answer to the urgent request from Grand 
Master Sharp, for the relief of the suffering caused by the 
serious loss of life and great property damage in Florida, he 
authorized the Grand Treasurer to send $200.00 for this 
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worthy purpose. He made two recommendations, one of 
which was rightly turned down by the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee and the other is of local interest only. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a total membership in the Jurisdiction of 5,088. Net loss 
for the year 145. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $22,111.79; Disbursements $11,905.55; leaving a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $10,206.24; Permanent Fund 
$8,381.75. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very 
complete report of their department not only for the past 
year but also from the start of the Fund in 1924. Sixty loans 
have been made during the current year amounting to $8,580.00. 
We are again pleased to note that North Carolina does not 
print the names of the borrowers in their Proceedings. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Charters and 
Dispensations, Grand Commandery voted a Charter to Reids- 
ville Commandery U. D. 

Following a motion made by R..E.-.Sir Andrews it was 
voted that no jewel be provided, but that the sum of $100.00 
be set aside with which to purchase a suitable present for the 
junior Past Grand Commander. This seems a little strange 
to us but we assume our North Carolina Fraters had good 
reason for this action. 

The fine report on Templar Review is, as usual, from the 
able pen of E..S.:.J. Edward Allen and is one of the best. 
He opens with a four-page prologue devoted in great part 
to the Triennial in Detroit. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
is courteously, reviewed in five pages with R.-.E.-.Sir Abbott’s 
sketch of the life of Thomas Smith Webb, quoted in full. 
We thank our fellow Scribe for his kindly reference to our 
efforts of last year and congratulate him upon his appoint- 
ment as Grand Warder of his Grand Commandery. 

The Fiftieth Annual Conclave of this Grand Jurisdiction 
will be held in the City of Concord, on Wednesday following 
the second Tuesday in May, 1930.

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $3,916.34; Disbursements $3,280.72;

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Ouro, 1928 


The Eighty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Ohio was convened in the Masonic Temple at 
Dayton, October 10-11, 1928. As usual with this Grand 
Jurisdiction there were many social functions in connection 
with their conclave. On Tuesday morning, the Sir Knights of 
sixty Commanderies, headed by a thousand musicians, paraded 
through the principal streets of the city, passing the reviewing 
stand in mass formation forty-cight abreast, presenting a 
never-to-be-forgotten spectacle to the thousands of people who 
lined the thoroughfare. 

Following a splendid exemplification of the opening of a 
Commandery in Full Form by Akron Commandery, No. 25, 
many distinguished guests, including the Grand Master, were 
received and Mayor McDonald welcomed the Grand Com- 
mandery on behalf of the city of Dayton. 

After several short addresses by visiting Fraters, the Grand 
Commander read his Annual Report, which covered his work 
of the year in a comprehensive and thorough manner. Fifty- 
four dispensations were granted, one of them unnecessary, as it 
was to attend Divine Service, but all were in accord with 
Templar law and practice. Several pages are devoted to a 
detailed report of his official and unofficial visits within his 
jurisdiction and he expressed his gratitude for the many cour- 
tesies extended. He speaks at length upon his visit to the Ohio 
Masonic Home, and we will quote the following paragraph: 
“Everything we saw and everyone we met was neat and clean, 
and I do not believe there is a better home anywhere nor one 
that is better conducted and managed or more beautifully 
situated than our own Ohio Masonic Home. Personally I feel 
it is the greatest possible investment that the Ohio Masonic 
fraternity could have made and pays the largest dividends in 
contented and comfortably cared for old men and women and 
happy boys and girls, carefully trained and educated and fitly 
prepared for their battle with the world. I heard not one com- 
plaint and if there is a single man, woman, boy or girl who is 
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dissatisfied with their treatment or surroundings I did not 
learn of it.””. Upon recommendation of the Finance Committee 
it was later voted to contribute $8,000.00 to the support of this 
splendid institution which our Ohio Fraters are fostering. He 
speaks very highly of the valuable services rendered by the 
Grand Recorder and recommended an increase of $300.00 in 
his salary which was later voted by Grand Commandery. Two 
Emergency Conclaves were convened for the purpose of con- 
ducting funeral services and two Special Conclaves were called 
for the purpose of dedicating and consecrating new Asylums in 
Cincinnati and Dayton. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $113,261.93; Disbursements 
$73,139.82; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$40,122.11. This is a splendid statement and our Ohio Fraters 
may well be proud of their financial condition. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 34,266; 
net gain for the year 198; Knights provided with uniforms 
33,054; Knights not provided with uniforms 1,212, This is a 
wonderful record and we wish our own Jurisdiction could re- 
port so well. The total assets of the constituent Commanderies 
amount to $1,240,460.28. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 77 
loans made during the year aggregating $25,551.00. We note 
with interest that one of their students is attending Harvard 
University and another is entered at Brown. 

R.-.E..Sir William B. Baldwin presents his second report as 
Templar Reviewer and opens with a three-page prologue in 
which he comments on various aspects of our last Triennial 
Conclave in Detroit. His review occupies 123 pages of the 
volume and is most interesting. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is courteously reviewed in three pages and we thank him 
for his kindly reference to our efforts. 

The Eighty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Ohio will be convened in the city of Cincinnati, 
October 9-10, 1929. 
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Oxzanoma, 1929 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oklahoma was convened in the Masonic Temple 
at Tulsa, May 21, 1929, with all Grand Officers and many dis- 
tinguished guests present. 

This volume opens with a full page portrait, in Templar 
uniform, of Grand Commander James C. Johnson and is fol- 
lowed by smaller portraits of all line Officers of the Grand 
Commandery. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander occupies ten 
pages and exhibited thoughtful, earnest endeavor to advance 
the cause of Templarism in his Jurisdiction. He is pleased at 
the success of their District Conclaves and says in part: “I am 
a strong believer in District Conclaves, and recommend that 
we continue to hold them the latter part of February, so that 
Inspections can follow in the early part of March. These 
meetings are largely Schools of Instruction and I know that the 
Officers of the Constituent Commanderies will have had time 
to learn their work and to have become interested in it. They 
will realize whether their Commandery is up to the standard 
of others, and if not, will put forth every effort to bring their 
own Commandery up to where it should be, and this is what 
we have tried to do.” And again while referring to their 
Inspection System: “I fully recommend the Inspectors and 
Inspections and hope that my successor will see fit to continue 
them along the same line, for I am sure they will assist in 
bringing the Commanderies up to the point we would like to 
have them.” He states that about ten of the Commanderies 
are in a dormant condition and should have their Charters 
taken up, unless they improve their condition and work. Four 
dispensations were issued and two decisions rendered; these 
require no comment. He feels there should be more enter- 
tinment of a social nature throughout the Jurisdiction and 
would be glad to see every Commandery arrange for a Ladies’ 
Night at least once a year. 


Grand Recorder Spencer reports a total membership in the 
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47 Commanderies of 7,236, showing a net loss for the year of 
174. The suspensions numbered 536 which is a very heavy 
percentage for such a small Jurisdiction. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $15,629.94; Disbursements 
$7,269.51; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$8,360.43 in cash, and $3,000.00 in Liberty Bonds; Triennial 
Fund $2,764.12. 

The Educational Fund Committee have made a total of 
twenty-six loans during the year amounting to $6,075.00, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $15,470.13. 

Several Amendments to the Statutes were proposed and 
Resolutions adopted but these are of local interest only. 

E..Sir Edson A. MacMillan reports for the Committee on 
Templar Review and we note with regret that Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island is not included in the document. His re- 
views are well written, with many quotations, and full of 
interesting comment. 

The Thirty-fifth Annual Conclave will be held in Muskogee, 
May 20-21, 1930. 


OreEGon, 1929 


The Forty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Oregon was convened in the Masonic Temple, La Grande, 
April 10, 1929, with Grand Commander Fred A. Inman, pre- 
siding. Preceding the convening of Grand Commandery, 
Eastern Oregon Commandery, No. 6, exemplified the opening 
of a Commandery in Full Form in a very efficient manner. 

Grand Commander Inman is a staunch advocate of the Order 
of De Molay and in this connection says: “Dark clouds of 
unrest, sedition and anarchy hover about our heads and 
constantly menace our progress, and more especially that of 
our Youth. To safeguard them from the pitfalls and dangers 
that lurk in their path is an inherent duty and forms one of 
our most serious problems. Let us not forget that the boys 
of today will be the leaders of tomorrow. Wherever possible,

each of our Commanderies should support an Order of 
De Molay. They need us and we need them. Iam very happy 
to note the rapid growth of the Order and I predict a brilliant 
future for it.”’ A Special Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
was convened in Portland on May 12, for the purpose of 
Constituting and Installing the Officers of Tancred Com- 
mandery, No. 23. R.-.E.-.Sir Inman has visited all of his 
Constituent Commanderies during the year and was received 
in a most courteous and friendly manner. Six dispensations 
were issued and two refused, all being approved by Juris- 
prudence Committee and Grand Commandery. One of his 
recommendations, which was adopted, was to divide the 
twenty-three Commanderies into eight Divisions with a line 
Officer as its Division Commander. This sounds like the 
start of a good Inspection System and we hope this method 
will prove as successful in Oregon as it is in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. He believes the social side of our Order 
should be encouraged and suggests that socials, entertain- 
ments and parties will add much to the general effectiveness 
and keep alive the interest in our great organization. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $31,834.16; Disbursements $24,195.66; leaving a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $7,638.50; Invested Funds 
$4,250.00. 

Grand Recorder Cheney has visited practically all of the 
Commanderies in company with the Grand Commander and 
we congratulate him most sincerely. He reports a total 
membership of 3,767 with a net loss of 72. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made twenty- 
seven loans during the year, averaging slightly less than 
$230.00 each, and amounting in all to $6,190.00. We note 
with pleasure that their report does not include the names of 
the borrowers. 

A motion was presented to eliminate the review of Proceed- 
ings of other Grand Jurisdictions but after some discussion 
this motion was withdrawn and the whole matter referred to 
the three principal incoming Officers for report next year. 
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The report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir Walter O. 
Haines and occupies 98 pages of the volume. His reviews are 
thorough and interesting and we are glad his Jurisdiction is 
going to continue them. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
is courteously reviewed in four pages and we thank him for 
his kindly reference to our efforts of last year. In concluding 
his review of our Jurisdiction he says: ‘After a careful perusal 
of the Proceedings we believe Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island have a real Grand Commandery composed of real 
Commanderies, which have real Knights on their membership 
rolls, who are trying to put Templarism into daily practice.” 
We appreciate this fine tribute and trust we may live up to his 
judgment. 

The Forty-Fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oregon will be held in the City of Corvallis, 
April 16-17, 1930. 


PENNSYLVANIA, 1929 


The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Pennsylvania was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
City of Pittsburg, May 28-29, 1929, with Grand Commander 
John A. Murphy presiding. A number of distinguished 
visitors were present from other Jurisdictions and among them 
we find the name of our own R.-.E.-.Sir Clarence E. Burleigh, 
Grand Commander of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Before we start our review of this great Jurisdiction we 
wish to state in all sincerity that it is impossible to do them 
justice in the limited space at our disposal and many matters 
of interest must be left to your imagination. 

The Conclave really started on Sunday May 26th, when 
the special trains bearing their quota of Sir Knights started 
rolling into the Union Station. All day Monday the incoming 
Commanderies registered at Grand Commandery headquarters 
while automobile trips, theatre parties, and tours of inspec- 
tion were on the program. Over three thousand Sir Knights 
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participated in the imposing parade on Tuesday morning 
with a vast assemblage of people lining the route of march. 

Grand Commander Murphy’s Annual Address shows un- 
tiring energy and devotion to duty, still he finds time to visit 
forty of his Constituent Commanderies. He emphasizes the 
importance of public appearance of Knights Templars in full 
Uniform as typical of the manly conduct and high regard for 
American citizenship and support of law and order. Forty- 
one dispensations were granted and one refused, with seven 
decisions rendered, all of these being approved by Jurispru- 
dence Committee without question. In answer to their appeal 
for help, he authorized the sending of $875.00 to the Grand 
Commander of Florida to assist in relief work for the storm 
sufferers. In addition to the Stated Conferences of Grand 
Officers and Committees and that of Division Commanders, 
he instituted sectional Conferences gathering together all the 
Commanders and Division Commanders, and this innovation 
has proved very helpful. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $191,338.16; Disbursements $112,223.91; leaving 
a balance on hand in the General Fund of $79,114.25, which 
is about $2,000.00 less than a year ago. Invested or Perma- 
nent Fund $92,760.00. 

The Grand Recorder says: “It is with sincere regret that, 
for the first time in my recollection, we report a loss in member- 
ship.” From his statistics we find a total membership of 
42,495. Net loss for the year 184. South Bend Command-’ 
ery failed to send in their Annual Returns and according to 
Pennsylvania law they were thereby deprived of their repre- 
sentation in Grand Commandery. 

As we stated last year, Pennsylvania has a splendid 
Educational Foundation Committee who are accomplishing 
great things in a modest way and are a credit to their Juris- 
diction. They have a common sense way of saying things 
as you will observe from the following: “More than ever is 
the Committee firmly convinced of the wisdom of applying 
the funds of the Foundation for the use only of Juniors and 
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Seniors. College records of the last year demonstrate the 
fact that fully one-half of those entering the College as Fresh- 
men are unable to meet study requirements and fall by the 
wayside while those who attain their Junior year have shown 
themselves, at least in very great measure, to be worthy of 
assistance in order that they may complete their course.” 
Loans made during year ending May 1, 1929, $31,475.00. 
Balance on hand available for use $69,546.77. 

On account of the physical condition of the incoming Grand 
Commander the following Resolution was proposed by the 
Jurisprudence Committee and adopted by Grand Commandery: 
“That by and with the consent and approval of the Grand 
Commander and at his request that the same shall maintain 
during his illness, the Deputy Grand Commander is hereby 
authorized to sigh warrants drawn on the Treasurer for and 
as of the Grand Commander.” 

Several minor Amendments to the Constitution were pro- 
posed, but these are of local interest and require no comment. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.:.E...Sir Thomas P. 
Penman and is up to his usual high standard. All but one 
of the Grand Jurisdictions, are fully reviewed, including Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, and we are deeply appreciative 
of the nice things he has to say concerning the executive 
ability of Past Grand Commander, Norris G. Abbott. 

The Seventy-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Pennsylvania will be held in the City of Easton, 
May 27-28, 1930. 


Sourn Carona, 1929 


The Twenty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Carolina was convened in the Masonic 
Temple, city of Sumter, April 24, 1929, with Grand Com- 
mander O. Frank Hart presiding. 

Through the courtesy of the officers of Columbia Com- 
mandery No. 2, Full Form Opening was exemplified in a very 
impressive manner; the Grand Officers were properly received 
and escorted to their stations. Immediately following the 
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opening, work was suspended, the Sir Knights were formed in 
line and marched to the First Methodist Church where Divine 
Services were conducted under the direction of Grand Prelate 
George T. Harmon. 

A number of distinguished guests were present from other 
Grand Jurisdictions including R..E.. Sir Cary B. Fish, Past 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Florida, per- 
sonal representative of the M.-.E..Grand Master. These visit- 
ing Fraters were welcomed by Grand Commander Hart in his 
usual happy and impressive way. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is brief, but 
tight to the point and he is to be congratulated upon his fine 
leadership and splendid personality. He has made a number of 
fraternal visits both within and outside of his own Jurisdiction.

My experience 
justifies me in saying that better attendance is found in those 
Commanderies which use the Full Form opening. Generally 
speaking, the Fraters tire of sitting on the side lines with noth- 
ing to do but when they are made to feel that they are an essen- 
tial part of their Commandery, it challenges and increases their 
enthusiasm. I very heartily recommend that each Com- 
mandery organize a team for the Full Form opening.”” We 
agree with the Grand Commander that the Full Form opening 
will prove beneficial but why organize a team? The regular 
Officers should be fully capable of doing this wor 
able to work the Orders, 


and for the information o 


k if they are 
Full Form opening is not a hard task 
: f my Fraters in other Jurisdictions I 
will state that every Commandery in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island open all their regular Conclaves in this manner 
and most of them are glad to have the practice as it is an im- 
portant feature at Inspection, and a portion of the mark 
attained is based upon their proficiency, Several dispensations 
were granted but these are not printed in the Proceedings. 
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. The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $21,725.25; Disbursements $12,344.85; leaving a balance on 
hand of $9,380.40. 

From statistics furnished by Grand Recorder Lindsay we 
find a total membership of 3,435. Net loss for the year 345. 
There are 16 Constituent Commanderies in this Jurisdiction 
and 333 Knights were suspended during the year against 67 
Knighted, 6 affiliated and 18 reinstated. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have been active 
with a total of $6,340.00 loaned during the year. Total loans 
outstanding $21,672.19. The following Resolution was pre- 
sented by E..Sir Lanahan and adopted by Grand Com- 
mandery: ‘That the Knights Templar Educational Founda- 
tion of South Carolina be, and the same is hereby, directed to 
be incorporated under the laws of this State.” 

Grand Recorder Lindsay presents his usual admirable report 
on Templar Review which occupies 84 pages of the Volume. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
three pages and we trust our explanation in respect to St. 
Johns Commandery of Providence, proved acceptable to Sir 
Knight Mazyck. 

The Twenty-Fourth Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction 
will be held in the city of Charleston, the second and third 
days of April, 1930. 


Soutu Daxora, 1929 


The Forty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of South Dakota was convened in the City of Watertown, 
August 13-14, 1929, with Grand Commander Walter F. 
Miller presiding. 

Preceding the formal opening of Grand Commandery, 
religious services were held in Trinity Episcopal Church under 
the auspices of the Grand Prelate, Rev. Dr. Edward Ashley. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a very 
short document but it shows careful attention to the duties 
of his office. Three dispensations were granted and these 
were all approved by Jurisprudence Committee and Grand

Commandery. No decisions were rendered. He was con- 
siderably exercised at the beginning of his term of office by 
the thought that he might be compelled to recommend the 
arrest of the Charters of three Commanderies but is pleased 
to report that upon investigation, conditions in all-cases have 
improved and interest in Templar Masonry has not been lost, 
but is being revived. This Jurisdiction has adopted an In- 
spection System somewhat like our own and the Grand Com- 
mander is pleased at the way this System is helping the Com- 
manderies. Every Commandery in the Jurisdiction has been 
visited by an Inspector during the year and he commends the 
work of the Department very highly. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $7,166.69; Disbursements $4,815.20; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $2,351.49; 
Triennial Fund $652.70. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 3,514. 
Net loss for the year 44, : 

; E.Sir Walter E. Stover presented a report on recodifica- 
tion of the By-Laws and after a thorough discussion of all 
changes, a complete code for the Grand Commandery of 
South Dakota was adopted. 

; The Educational Foundation Committee have made thirty- 
six loans during the year amounting the $6,150.00. Balance on 
hand available for immediate use by the Committee $2,998.31. 
Besides this amount they have due from the General Fund 
of the Grand Commandery $2,000.00. They presented a 
number of recommendations relating to their work which were 
approved by Grand Commandery but these are of local interest 
only and we will not quote them. We note with regret that 
this Jurisdiction prints the names of the borrowers. 

R..E..Sir Swain had prepared a Review of the Several 
Grand Commandery Proceedings but for financial reasons 
they were omitted from the printed Volume. 

The next place of meeting was not decided upon and this 
matter was left in the hands of the four principal Officers of 
the Grand Commandery, with full authority to act. 
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TENNESSEE, 1929 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
madery of Tennessee was convened in the Scottish Rite 
Temple at Nashville, May 14, 1929, with Grand Commander 
Johnsonius presiding. This volume opens with a full page 
portrait of the incoming Grand Commander, R.:.E.-.Sir George 
T. Wofford, and is followed by a short sketch of his Masonic 
and business career. 

The Grand Commander’s Address mentions the fact that 
he has visited all but four of his twenty-five Constituent Com- 
manderies and finds most of them in good condition. Three 
dispensations were granted and one refused, all of these being 
in accord with Templar law and were approved by the Juris- 
prudence Committee. Several requests for rulings were 
properly answered by reference to the Grand Constitutions. 
In response to a letter sent the Constituent Commanderies, 
the sum of $448.00 was raised and forwarded to Grand 
Recorder Hammersly to assist our Fraters in Florida and Porto 
Rico. The Grand Commandery of Tennessee have had no 
regular Fund for relief in case of National calamities and it was 
voted later in the session, to establish a Fund of $1,000.00 with 
the proviso that not more than $200.00 be expended in any one 
emergency and that the total expenditures for any one year 
must not exceed $500.00. This emergency Fund is to be 
handled by the Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Com- 
mander and the Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

This Jurisdiction is in a strong financial condition as evi- 
denced by the report of the Grand Treasurer, showing receipts 
with balance on hand of $38,776.15; Disbursements $18,766.61; 
leaving a balance on hand of $20,009.54; Invested Funds 
$3,800.00. 

Once more we must pause to congratulate Grand Recorder 
Cain upon the splendid spirit he is showing in keeping so 
closely in touch with the Constituent Commanderies. He has 
visited twenty-one of them during the year and we consider 
this a wonderful showing on the part of a busy man holding a 
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high office. The total membership of the Jurisdiction on April, 
1929, was 4,851; net loss for the year 147. 

The Educational Fund Committee report a total of forty- 
seven loans, amounting to $8,700.00, has been made bona fide 
residents of Tennessee who are doing junior and senior work 
in colleges. A very gratifying phase of their report is the fact 
that there has been repaid by those who have received loans, 
a sum amounting to $3,330.77. The Committee go on to say: 
“In spite of this splendid showing, there are a few who have 
simply refused to acknowledge the notices of payments due. 
It is the opinion of the Committee that a member of the Grand 
Commandery who is an attorney, should be added to the Com- 
mittee to serve without pay, just as do the other members. 
The Committee would then be in position to exert a greater 
influence on delinquents.” 

E..Sir William H. Tester succeeds E..Sir J. Leonard Wood 
who has moved from the Jurisdiction, as Grand Reviewer. 
E.-Sir Tester presents a splendid document full of quotations 
and courteous comment which occupies eighty-five pages of the 
Proceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly 
reviewed in six pages with many quotations from the able 
address of R..E..Sir Norris G. Abbott and we thank him for 
the very nice way in which he has reviewed our Jurisdiction. 

The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 


mandery of Tennessee will be held in the city of Jackson in 
May, 1930. 


Texas, 1929 


The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Texas was convened in the Asylum of De Molay 
Commandery, Greenville, April 10, 1929, with Grand Com- 
mander George Stapleton presiding. Preceding the Con- 
clave, on April 9, a parade was held with over four hundred 
Sir Knights in line and this was followed by Divine Services 
held in the Kavanaugh Methodist Church under the direction 
of Grand Prelate, Rev. Philip C. Fletcher, D.D.

The Grand Commander’s Address or Report is more 
optimistic than many we have read and he is evidently pleased 
with conditions in his Jurisdiction in spite of their heavy loss 
in membership. Referring to Inspections he says: “In re- 
viewing the reports of Supervising Grand Visitors it is grati- 
fying to note the interest shown in all the Commanderies. 
Some few needed the instruction and encouragement given 
by the Templar Work. Interest in Templarism is on the 
increase and while we have suffered a loss in membership we 
will soon regain the loss, as interest in all Masonic bodies is 
increasing, more noticeably in the Lodge and Chapter, which 
of course, is felt in the Commandery.” On September 27th 
he sent the sum of $500.00 to the Grand Commander of 
Florida, to be used for the relief of the storm sufferers, Two 
new Commanderies were constituted, Breckenridge No. 92, 
and Jacksonville No. 93. Nineteen dispensations were 
granted and three refused, all being approved by Committee 
on Jurisprudence. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Clarkson, we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $29,408.52; Disburse- 
ments, $16,193.61; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $13,214.91; Reserve Fund $31,388.62; Triennial 
Fund $3,063.24. This is a fine report and the General Fund 
shows a gain of about $4,000.00 for the year. 

The report of the Committee on Returns, prepared by 
Grand Recorder Kidd, shows a total membership in the 91 
Commanderies of 18,025, with a net loss for the year of 336. 
The list of 724 Suspensions is somewhat of a heart breaker 
and we trust they have passed the peak. He says in closing: 
“Our Creations are less and Suspensions practically the same 
as last year. In certain sections of the State, failure in 
number of Creations comes largely from solicitors from the 
Shriners and the argument, ‘We take you by the shorter 
route, the Scottish Rite, direct from the Lodge,’ is persistently 
used.” 

Past Grand Commander Wooten reports for the Committee 
on the Educational Foundation and they have had an unusu- 
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ally busy year. One hundred and eighty-four loans have 
been made to 108 boys and 76 girls aggregating $33,803.00. 
Total amount loaned since the establishment of the Fund in 
1924, $114,048.00. We again note with pleasure that this 
Committee do not publish the names of the borrowers and 
also that two of their students are attending institutions of 
learning in Massachusetts. 


Following the recommendation of the Committee on Work 
and Returns of Commanderies U. D., it was voted to grant 
Charters to Hildago Commandery No. 94, located at Edin- 


burg, and to Houston Commandery, No. 95, located at 
Houston. 


E.-.Sir Crowley of Worth Commandery, believing that the 
Past Grand Commanders should no longer be required to 
bear the full financial burden of their annual visits to the 
Grand Conclave, presented a Resolution to the effect, that 
these Fraters receive 10 cents per mile for transportation and 
$5.00 per day for each day necessary for his attendance. 
This Resolution was referred to Committees on Jurisprudence 


ae and action will be taken at the Annual Conclave in 


Grand Recorder J. C. Kidd again presents a splendid 
report on Templar Review occupying 113 pages. He never 
misses anything of interest and we like his comments. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in four 
pages with one comment which we feel constrained to answer. 
He says that our Credential Committee's Report is a “joy 
to the Printer’s heart,” as we have twenty-seven pages in 
this Report. We will cheerfully admit our extravagance 
but must say in rebuttal that the Texas Proceedings must be 
a double “joy to the Printer’s heart,” inasmuch as they 
devote more than six times as much space, namely 174 pages 
to a list of Past Commanders and membership of the Sub- 
ordinate Commanderies. Out of 426 pages in their volume, 
more than a third is devoted to a roster which is certainly 
an inspiration and joy for any Printer to have come his way. 
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The Seventy-seventh Grand Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Texas will be held in the city of Port Arthur, 
beginning April 8, 1930. 


Uran, 1929 


The Twentieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Utah was convened in the Masonic Temple, city of Ogden, 
May 14, 1929, with Grand Commander Herman J. Craven 
presiding. 

In the absence of Deputy Grand Master Perry W. Weidner 
who had been appointed Personal Representative of the 
Most Eminent Grand Master, R..E..Sir J. S. Lewis, Past 
Grand Commander of Utah, was reecived in R.-.E.Sir 
Weidners’ place. Other distinguished guests were the Grand 
High Priest of Royal Arch Masons and Past Grand Master 
Eberhardt of the Grand Lodge of Utah. 

R..E..Sir Craven presents a short but complete report of 
his work for the year and has evidently enjoyed his official 
visits to his six Constituent Commanderies. Two dispensa- , 
tions were issued for public appearance and no decisions were 
rendered. While he had no authority from the Grand Com- 
mandery for such action, he considered it desirable for the 
good of the Jurisdiction to appoint an Inspector General and 
on March 29th he appointed E..Sir Calvert to this office. 
This action was approved by the Jurisprudence Committee 
and by Grand Commandery. We would like to congratulate 
the Grand Commander for his courage in taking this initiative 
for the good of Templarism in Utah. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership in the six 
Constituent Commanderies of 919. Net gain for the year 12. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Kennedy we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $4,179.96. Disburse- 
ments $2,118.47; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $2,061.49, which is a little less than their balance of 
a year ago. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made nine 
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loans during the year amounting to $1,175.00. Balance on 
hand available for loans $820.22. 

E..Sir Jacob H. Epperson reports for the Committee on 
Templar Review and states that while a review of 44 Jurisdic- 
tions has been prepared, it will not be printed in the Pro- 
ceedings on account of the condition of the treasury.

VERMONT, 1928 


The Eighty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont was convened at Bennington, the home 
city of Grand Commander Nichols, on May 28, 1928. The 
volume opens with a full page portrait, in uniform, of our old 
friend William H. Nichols, Grand Commander 1927-1928. 

: Due to the fact that we received this report at about the 
time of the 1929 one, we will merely touch upon a few of the 


. Most interesting points as the 1929 Volume will be reviewed 


in detail. 


We had the privilege of meeting R..E..Sir Nichols a number 
of times during his term of office and we must congratulate 
him upon a very fine Annual Address which we have read with 
real Pleasure, He attended all but two of the Inspections held 
in his Jurisdiction and visited a number of neighboring Grand 
Commanderies, including our own. Only a few dispensations 
were issued and no decisions rendered which proves that the 
Officers of his Constituent Commanderies have made good use 
of their Constitutions, We will quote a paragraph from his 
Address which demonstrates the exalted spirit of Christian 
Knighthood which pervades his entire report: “The uniform 
of a Knight Templar, with its emblems of Christian religion, is 
worn as an outward evidence that we are Christian soldiers 
enlisted under the banner of the Cross. While this is true, I 
would remind you that the organization of Knights Templars 
could not have existed, grown and carried on down through the

centuries had not hearts with high ideals beat beneath the 
uniform. It is the pure, simple and unselfish ideals of Christ, 
that Templarism stood and fought for, which appealed to and 
encouraged so many to join with us in carrying on the work of 
Him under whose banner we have enlisted.” After consulta- 
tion with his Officers and Finance Committee, he authorized a 
contribution of $500.00 for flood relief purposes in the State. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee made a total of 
twenty-cight loans amounting to $4,890.00, which added to 
the sums already placed makes a grand total of $15,245.00 
loaned to Vermont students since the Fund began to function. 

E.-.Sir Henry H. Ross, who had served as Grand Recorder 
over a long period, was unanimously elected Grand Recorder 
Emeritus for life with a salary of $400.00 per year. 

The report on Templar Review is by E..Sir Archie §. Harri- 
man who ably reviews 43 Grand Jurisdictions but we note with 
regret that Massachusetts and Rhode Island is not among 
them and we assume our Proceedings did not arrive in time. 


VERMONT, 1929 


Preliminary to the Annual Conclave a dinner was served 
to the Sir Knights at the Union Baptist Church and to their 
ladies at the Masonic Temple. Immediately after dinner the 
lines were formed for the parade which was a long and impos- 
ing one with four bands and large representations from many 
of the Constituent Commanderies. In the evening occurred 
the Annual Reception to the Grand Commander and his staff. 
This was attended by 218 Sir Knights in full Templar uniform, 
with their ladies. 

The Eighty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
St. Johnsbury, May 27-28, 1929, with Grand Commander 
Zeno 8. Waterman presiding. 

Many distinguished guests were present from other juris- 
dictions including E.-.Sir William §. Hamilton, Grand Junior 
Warden of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
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Rhode Island, and R.-.E.-.Sir Charles L. Rice, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of New Hampshire, 
Personal Representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a well 
written document setting forth in detail all of his official acts 
of the year. He has visited most of his Commanderies and 
was much pleased at the high type of work they are doing. 
He says their poorest work of today is better than their best 
of a few years ago. We presume this same statement would 
hold true in most Jurisdictions at the present time. He states 
he has had two very pleasant surprises, one at Lanoille, and 
one at Killington, each of these Commanderies having elected 
him to honorary membership. He speaks highly of the De 
Molay movement and also urges all those entitled to do so, to 
join the Past Commanders Association and through this 
medium work for the best interests of Templarism in Vermont. 
Under Condition of the Order he says: “I believe that the 
Templars of this State must rouse from their lethargy, and 
take an active interest in the Mason from the time he is made 
a Master Mason, see that he is started in the Chapter while he 
is enthusiastic, then be present when he receives his Chapter 
degrees, give him the hand of welcome, and guide him to the 
summit of York Masonry.” Under Finance: ‘For the last 
few years our expenses have exceeded our receipts. We must 
keep within our income and lay up money each year in order 
to carry out the work of the Grand Commandery in a creditable 
manner. | recommend that the per capita tax be $1.00 per 
year.” 

The Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Adams shows re- 
ceipts with balance on hand of $18,713.63; Disbursements, 
$8,734.69; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$9,978.94. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Harriman we 
find a total membership in the fourteen Commanderies of 
3,541, showing a net loss of 34 for the year. This is a much 
better showing than last year and we congratulate our sister 
Jurisdiction. 
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The Educational Foundation Committee present a short but 
complete report of their activities. Twenty-eight loans have 
been made to seventeen men and eleven women, amounting 
to $5,100.00 and leaving a balance on hand of $4,337.94. 
While the number of loans is the same as last year the amount 
loaned is slightly larger. 

Ballowtns ne recommendation of Grand Commander 
Waterman and the Committee on Doings of Grand Officers, 
it was voted to have one day instead of two for the future 
Annual Conclaves. 

Grand Recorder Harriman presents his fifth excellent report 
on Templar Review and it is interesting to note from his pro- 
logue that he had changed his mind in regard to the Educa- 
tional Fund and admits his conversion in its favor. We note 
also that three copies of 1928 Vermont Proceedings were sent 
our Grand Recorder but still respectfully proclaim that none 
of the three were forwarded to our neck of the woods. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three 
pages and we thank hini for his kindly reference to our efforts. 

The Eighty-cighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont will be held at Morrisville at date 
to be determined later. 


Vireinta, 1928 


The One Hundred and Sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery of Virginia was convened in the Masonic one: 
Danville, Virginia, Thursday, October 25, 1928, with Gran’ 
Commander Alfred L. Evans, presiding. ' 

From the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we note 
that he has visited every Commandery in this Jurisdiction 
and remarks that every courtesy and consideration was es 
him. He also attended the Annual Conclaves of the Gran 
Commanderies of Maryland and the District of Columbia. 
Seven dispensations were granted and one refused, no deci- 
sions were rendered. The dispensations were of a routine — 
nature and require no comment. On December 5, 1927, he 
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issued a dispensation to form a Commandery at Blacksburg 
and a charter was granted them at this Conclave. We are 
pleased to quote one paragraph from his interesting address: 
“After a general survey of the State, I would suggest that the 
officers, and especially the Commanders of our Constituent 
Commanderies, cultivate that personal touch with their 
members which is so essential to success, map out a definite 
program for the year, have an exchange of visits and conferring 
of the Orders with some other Commandery, have open 
Inspections or a district Field Day, have an open meeting for 
your ladies, and eligible Royal Arch Masons, at which time 
the beauties and fundamental principles upon which Templar 
Masonry is established could be presented in a dignified and 
impressive manner that would appeal to the highest sentiments 
of the individual. Such things as these would arouse latent 
possibilities among the members and tend to create more 
interest and better attendance generally.” 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 7,434; 
net loss for the year 20. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $23,036.82. Disbursements 


$20,152.33; balance on hand in the General Fund $2,884.49; 
Invested Funds $8,000.00.

fifty-eight loans made 


during the year amounting to $10,375.00. 
The report shows that the Committee have been handicapped 


by lack of funds as there were many applicants, forty-three 
in all, who were refused for this reason. This is a condition 
which many Jurisdictions are facing and it is of course im- 
possible to meet all demands, As the years go by and present 
loans are paid this existing situation will right itself. 

A resolution was presented by R..E.Sir Taylor and 
adopted by Grand Commandery, changing the date of the 
Annual Conclave from October to the third Thursday in May. 

We note with pleasure that Grand Commandery voted 
to have an Inspector Tnstructor, and from our own experience 
we are certain they will not regret this action. 
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The report on Templar Review is as usual by R..E.-Sir 
Robert F. Taylor and occupies 67 pages of the volume. His 
reviews are concise and interesting and it is a real pleasure 
to read them. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly 
reviewed in two pages and we thank him for the many kind 
things he says about us. 


Vireinia, 1929 


The One Hundred and Seventh Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Virginia was convened in the Masonic 
Temple, City of Roanoke, May 16, 1929, with Grand Com- 
mander Walter C. Wooding presiding. We are pleased to 
observe that the Grand Officers opened the Conclave in Full 
Form which is rather unusual but, in our opinion, highly 
commendable. We could never understand why Constituent 
Commanderies are always urged to do this and at the same 
time most Grand Bodies, including our own up to a year ago, 
invariably open in as Short Form as can be devised. 

A large number of distinguished guests were present, in- 
cluding R.-.E..Sir John J. Phoenix, Past Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of North Carolina, Personal 
Representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master; and one 
of our old friends, Sir Knight Jacobs of Boston Commandery, 
who is now located in the South. 

Due to pressure of business R..:.E...Sir Wooding was unable 
to visit many of his Commanderies during his term of office 
but he is evidently highly esteemed by his Fraters as the 
Committee on Address of the Grand Commander congratu- 
lates him on a successful administration and on the progress 
he was able to make in his short term of seven months. All 
of the Commanderies were Inspected and a large majority 
of them celebrated Christmas Observance. Three dispensa- 
tions were granted and one refused, these requiring no com- 
ment. He offers several recommendations which were 
adopted by Grand Commandery but these are of local interest 
only. At the 1928 Annual Conclave it was voted to establish 
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the office of Inspector Instructor but the Grand Commander 
failed to make such an appointment, claiming he could not 
find the right man for the place. This seems rather strange 
to us for it would appear to an outsider as though one of his 
Past Grand Commanders would have been fully capable of 
handling the job, at any rate for a few months. 

From the Annual Report of the Acting Grand Recorder we 
find a total membership of 7,348, showing a net loss for the 
year of 86. 

Grand Treasurer Hotchkiss reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $21,270.83; Disbursements, $15,982.19; leaving a 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $5,288.64. Invested 
Funds, $9,300.00. 

The Educational Foundation Committee has made a 
total of twenty-three loans aggregating $4,875.00. Balance 
on hand available for use by the Committee $7,748.83. This 
large balance is caused largely by the change of date for 
Templar year, being but seven months, and none of the 
months when largest number of loans are usually made. 

The Committee on Inspector’s Reports is much exercised 
over the small attendance at Official Inspections and we are 
not surprised at their anxiety after scanning some of them. 
One Commandery with a membership of 128 had only six 
present at Inspection; another with membership of 306 had 
20 present and of these only 15 were in Uniform; while still 
another with a total membership of 470, were only able to 
muster 12 in Uniform and four without, a total attendance of 
16. Perhaps our V: irginia Fraters could arouse more interest 
in these events if they would ask each Commandery to com- 
bine their Inspection with a Commandery Ball, having the 
work in the late afternoon, followed by a social time in the 
evening. This plan has worked out very successfully in many 
of our Commanderies, bringing their attendance from 15% or 
20% up to over 50%. Our Inspector Instructor, R.-.E.-Sir 
Frederick I. Dana, has had many years of experience in just 


this line and we are sure he would be glad to supply data on 
same if desired. 
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R.-.E.:.Sir Robert I’. Taylor presents his usual fine report on 
Templar Review, in fact one of the best that comes to our 
attention. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly 
reviewed in three pages and we thank him for his courteous 
reference, both to the ability of R..E..Sir Frederick I. Dana, 
our Inspector Instructor, and also regarding our own efforts 
as Reviewer.

WASHINGTON, 1928 


The Forty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Washington was held in the city of Tacoma, May 10-11, 
1928. This volume opens with full page portraits of M..E.. 
Sir Sharpe, R..E..Sir John Campbell, Grand Sword Bearer 
of the Grand Encampment, and R.:.E.-.Sir Charles P. Kimball, 
Grand Commander 1927-1928. 

Preliminary to the formal opening of the Annual Conclave, 
the Grand Commandery was escorted to the First Presbyterian 
Church where divine services were conducted by Grand Pre- 
late, Mark A. Matthews. Those of us who attended the 
Triennial Conclave in Seattle a few years ago will remember 
hearing Rev. Matthews, who was Grand Prelate of the Grand 
Encampment at that time. 

Following divine service the lines were again formed and the 
Sir Knights proceeded to the stadium where there was an 
Inspection and Review by the Grand Commander. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Kimball shows: 
that he has had a very busy year during which he has visited 
all but one of his Constituent Commanderies. This in itself 
is a real job and proves that he has the best interests of his 
Jurisdiction at heart. He issued a number of dispensations 
which were al] in accord with Templar Law and these were 
of course approved by his Jurisprudence Committee. Under 
the head of Inspections he says: “We want to interest the 
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Sir Knights, especially the young Sir Knights, in our wonder- 
ful work, but we cannot do it by opening in short form. 
Some of you complain of poor attendance, but if you will open 
on time, form your lines, give all of your Sir Knights some- 
thing to do, the first you know they will take a pride in their 
work, and you will not have any trouble in having good 
attendance, plenty of interest, and have a very fine Com- 
mandery.” This statement is rather optimistic but there 
is a lot of truth in it just the same. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $16,094.51; Disbursements $8,186.69; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $7,907.90; 
Triennial Fund $19,358.27. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership in the 
Jurisdiction of 5,110, with a net loss for the year of 37. Ten 


Commanderies show a net gain for the year and thirteen a 
net loss. 


We are pleased to note in the Proceedings the copy of a 


letter written by E..Sir Faunce of our Jurisdiction who is 
Grand Representative of the Grand Commandery of Washing- 
ton near the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. This letter is of a congratulatory nature and 
was appreciated by our raters in Washington. 

From the report of the Educational Foundation Committee 
we find a total of twenty-seven loans made, aggregating 


$5,000.00. Balance on hand available for use by the Com- 
mittee $11,340.04. 


Upon recommendation by the Grand Commander a Com- 
mittee was appointed to revise and bring up to date the Con- 


stitutions of the Jurisdiction, and this Committee will report . 


at the Annual Conclave in 1929, 


The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir Wesley C. 
Stone who was a last minute appointee and had just a month 
to prepare his report. We want to say right here that he 
has done a fine piece of work in the limited time at his disposal 
and we congratulate him most sincerely. Massachusetts and

WASHINGTON, 1929 


The Forty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Washington was convened in the Asylum of 
Hesperus Commandery in the City of Bellingham, May 16, 
1929, with Grand Commander George W. Sommer presiding. 
Many distinguished guests were present from other Jurisdic- 
tions including R..E..Sir Samuel 8. Fea, Grand Chaplain of 
the Sov. Great Priory of Canada, and R..E..Sir O. Frank 
Hart, Past Grand Commander of South Carolina and Grand 
Master of the Grand Council Royal and Select Masters of 
the United States. 

Grand Commander Sommer has been a busy executive and 
is much respected by his Fraters. Referring to lack of in- 
terest in the Commanderies he says: “The pursuit of riches, 
the desire for pleasure and the eagerness for social attainments, 
have so engrossed the minds and time of our people, that 
temporarily this condition has effected, to a degree, the work 
and growth of most of our Commanderies, but the unwearied 
zeal and enthusiasm of a segment of our fraternity has risen 
to the sublime heights of Knightly consciousness and are 
steering the Templar Craft, that bears the sacred cross, to a 
safe haven.” Eighteen dispensations were issued and five 
refused, all of these being in accord with Templar law and 
practice. Two decisions were rendered but these pertain to 
local conditions and require no comment. Templarism is 
evidently flourishing in the City of Seattle as he granted a 
dispensation for the formation of Ranier Commandery U. D., 
which will make four in that City. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $13,755.48; Disbursements $6,949.94; 
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leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $6,805.54; 
Triennial Fund $17,104.45. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Stone we find 
a total membership of 5,045. Net loss for the year 65. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit one of the 
most complete reports that we have had the privilege of 
examining and our only adverse comment is that we dislike 
to see the names of the borrowers printed in the Proceedings. 
They have made 31 loans during the year amounting to 
$5,949.00; leaving a balance on hand of $17,336.07. The Com- 
mittee state that it used its influence with the last State 
legislature to prevent the passage of a bill to permit pool halls 
and similar resorts to operate in the University of Washington 
district. We congratulate the Committee upon the con- 
scientious manner in which they are administering the duties 
of their office. 

Grand Commandery adjourned early, in order to go to the 
City of Blaine, to witness and assist in the ceremonies of the 
consecration and dedication of the flags of the United States 
and Great Britain, and the exchange of the national flags of 
the two Nations, between Hesperus Commandery and Colum- 
bia Priory, No. 34, of Vancouver, B. C. This ceremony was 
conducted at the celebrated Peace Arch erected several 
years ago at Blaine on the boundary line between the United 
States and Canada, and is claimed to be the only one ever 
built to commemorate peace between Nations. We regret 
that space will not permit us to render a fitting report of this 
inspiring ceremony and will merely say that over a thousand 
people participated in the affair and several fine speeches 
were delivered at the Peace Arch. 

; The Report on Templar Review is by Grand Recorder

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West Virernia, 1929 


The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of West Virginia was convened in the Masonic Temple, city of 
Grafton, May 15, 1929, with all Grand Officers and seventeen 
Past Grand Commanders present. This is a splendid showing 
of Past Grand Commanders and we can say in all sincerity that 
West Virginia is fortunate in having such a loyal group of has- 
beens. 

Mayor Charles O. King of the city of Grafton was introduced 
and welcomed the Grand Commandery to his city, presenting 
the keys and indicating that everything in the city was open to 
the Knights attending this Grand Conclave. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander Fleming is high 
class, and covers his year’s work in a comprehensive manner. 
He visited many of his Commanderies and is an active expo- 
nent of their new Inspection System. Tight dispensations were 
granted and a number of minor rulings made. We are pleased 
to quote the following: “Templar Masonry, like a great many 
other organizations, takes too little interest in the newly made 
member after he has been regularly received, and unless he is 
socially prominent, or has been actively interested in and has 
played a prominent part in the Lodge or Chapter work prior 
to his becoming a member of the Order, for the most part, he 
is allowed to shift for himself. Sir Knights who are not in touch 
or officially identified with the ritualistic work, seem to lose 
interest and lag in their attendance at the Stated Conclaves of 
the Commandery. It may be that the Commandery is at fault 
in not providing some social activities for the Fraters and their 
families to stimulate and foster new interest in the Order.” 
And again in regard to stimulating interest: “I am fully con- 
vinced that the solution of this perplexing problem will be had 
only, when, and at such a time as there shall have been wrought 
out a well thought out program which shall cover many of the 
activities of individual members of each Commandery, not only 
on the inside, but without the tiled recesses of the Asylum.” 
There is much food for thought in the two paragraphs quoted 
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and it would be well for every Grand Jurisdiction to face this 
problem honestly. In response to Bulletin No. 1, issued by 
Grand Master Sharpe, the Grand Commander authorized the 


sending of $500.00 to our unfortunate Fraters in Porto Rico 
and Florida. 


From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Vandervort we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $17,627.26; Disburse- 
ments $6,174.65; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $11,452.61, which is an increase of about $1,000.00 over 
the preceding year; Triennial Fund $5,723.12. 


Grand Recorder Smith reports a total membership in the 
twenty-five Constituent Commanderies of 6,830. Net loss for 
the year 122, 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very com- 
plete report, even listing the names of the borrowers and the 
amounts loaned each person. Out of 61 loans made during the 
past year 21 were made to Masons, or the children of Masons, 
9 of whom were the children of Knights Templars. These loans 
‘amount to $11,790.00, leaving a balance on hand of $2,514.17 
available for use by the Committee. Your Reviewer does not 
believe in the custom, which prevails in several Jurisdictions, 
of publishing the names of the borrowers but we realize fully 
that this matter is in the hands of each individual Committee 
to settle as they see fit. 

The Grand Recorder was authorized to have printed one 


thousand copies of the new Statutes and Regulations as 
adopted at this Grand Conclave. 


; After considerable discussion, a motion was passed empower- 
ing the Grand Commander to appoint a Committee of three to 


revise the tactics which have been in use for several years, and 
report at the next Annual Conclave. 


The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E.:.Sir Charles E. 
Carrigan and he presents a fine document, nothing of interest 
escaping his attention. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
courteously reviewed in three pages and we are very grateful 
for his kindly reference to our own efforts of last year.

The Fifty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of West Virginia will be held in the Masonic Temple in the 
city of Wheeling, on the third Wednesday of May, 1930. 


Wisconsin, 1928 


The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Wisconsin was held in the Scottish Rite Cathedral, Mil- 
waukee on October 9, 1928, with R..E..Sir John M. Dodd 
presiding. The drill Team and Drum Corps of Ivanhoe Com- 
mandery escorted the Grand Officers from the Hotel Pfister 
to the Cathedral, after which Galilee Commandery exemplified 
the opening of a Commandery in Full Form. A number of 
distinguished guests were present and were cordially wel- 
comed by the Grand Commander, including R.-.E.:.Sir Andrew 
D. Agnew, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Encampment; 
R.-.E.:.Sir Charles M. Orr, Grand Commander of Minnesota, 
and E.-.Sir Clarke McKenzie, representing the Grand Com- 
mandery of Michigan. 

The Grand Commander’s address occupies seventeen pages 
of the volume with thirty-five dispensations granted and no 
decisions rendered. Several of his dispensations were com- 
mented upon in the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence, 
but R.-.E..Sir Dodd was within his rights in granting these. 
He reports the Grand Recorder’s office changed from Grand 
Lodge headquarters to a room in the Scottish Rite Cathedral 
in Milwaukee. In order to conserve their financial resources 
the Grand Commandery of Wisconsin went without the 
service of an Inspector Instructor this year and all Inspections 
were handled by the Grand. Officers. The Grand Com- 
mander was of the opinion that an Inspector Instructor for 
the Jurisdiction was needed and upon his recommendation 
Grand Commandery voted to renew this custom. We are 
glad to see our Wisconsin Fraters take this step as our experi- 
ence has proved that money thus expended, is well worth 
while. On May 2, 1928, a dispensation for a new Commandery 
at Wauwatosa was presented by the Grand Recorder on behalf 
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of the Grand Commander, who was unable to be present. 
R..E..Sir Dodd congratulates the Drill Team of Ivanhoe 
Commandery who carried off the first prize at Detroit and 
regretted his inability to be present at the Celebration tendered 
them at Ivanhoe Temple upon their return. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $42,383.36; Disbursements 
$32,118.12, leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$10,265.24. Invested funds $6,929.26. , 

Grand Recorder Fertig reports a total membership of 11,356, 
net gain for the year 207. We must pause to congratulate our 
Wisconsin Fraters upon this splendid showing. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee gives a compre- 
hensive report of their work for the year and shows a total 
Ae made to 10 women and 59 men, aggregating

; Following the reading of an appeal from the Grand Master 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $250.00 be appro- 
priated for the relief of the hurricane sufferers in Florida.

The Forty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
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mandery of Wyoming was convened in the Asylum of Hugh de 
Payens Commandery in the City of Landers, July 8, 1929, with 
Grand Commander Guy J. Gay presiding. It is interesting 
to note that the Grand Commander not only holds this high 
position, but at the same time is Grand Master of Masons in 
Wyoming, which certainly speaks well for both his popularity 
and ability.

Conforming to the appeal for funds from the 
Grand Master, he authorized a per capita levy of ten cents 
upon the membership in Wyoming, $156.90, and this sum was , 
forwarded to the Grand Commander of Florida to aid in their 
relief work. It is gratifying to note that he visited, not only 
the fifteen Commanderies in his Jurisdiction, but also the 
fifty Blue Lodges in the Grand Lodge, some work for a busy 
executive and we wish there were more like him throughout the 
Country. 

Grand Recorder Repath presents his usual fine report and 
we congratulate him most sincerely upon his promptness in 
getting out the Proceedings, as our copy reached us in less than 
two months from the time of the Conclave. We are pleased 
to find that Wyoming shows a gain of one in membership. 
This is small of course but nevertheless it is a gain and that 
is what counts in these days of heavy losses. They have a 
total membership in the fifteen Commanderies of 1,570. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $6,699.86; Disbursements $1,062.74; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $5,637.12; 
Triennial Fund $1,384.30. 

We like the report of the Educational Foundation Com- 
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mittee which is complete in every necessary detail and still 
does not print the names of the borrowers as is customary in 
several Jurisdictions. It is a pleasure for us to quote the 
following: “The longer we work with the fund and the more 
we see what it has accomplished and what it is continuing to 
do, the more firmly are we convinced that those who conceived 
the idea of this movement and then induced the Grand En- 
campment to adopt it worked wisely and well and are deserv- 
ing of our sincere gratitude. Letters of appreciation from 
those whom we have assisted or from members of their families 
clearly indicate what impression we are making upon these 
people. Like bread upon the waters, the help we give now 
may return to us many fold in the future. As an instance of 
this it may be mentioned that one fond mother, after she 
learned that we had aided her boy with a loan, wrote us a very 
appreciative letter and ended by saying that she was adding 
a codicil to her will to include our organization in her bequests.” 
Fifteen loans have been made during the past year amounting 
to $2,300.00. Balance on hand $4,854.23. 

On recommendation of Past Grand Commander Daley, it 
was voted that a Committee of three be appointed by the 
incoming Grand Commander to draw up a new Constitution 
and By-Laws, and to present same at the next Annual Con- 
clave for consideration, 

The Report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir Richard H. 
Repath and it is, as usual, one of the best we have the pleasure 
of reading. He says there is a steady improvement in such 
matters as uniform requirement, Inspection and Instruction, 
the more frequent opening in Full Form, and attendance at 
Divine Services during Annual Conclaves. He also speaks of 
the fact. that most Jurisdictions are tightening up on their 
dispensations for Knights in uniform at non-Masonic fune- 
tions.

ConcLusiIon 


After a careful study of the Educational Foundation Com- 
mittee reports of all the Grand Jurisdictions, we are delighted 
with the progress made and the interest being shown but we 
must remember that this great work is in its infancy and 
that vastly greater efforts will be required. 

The brain power of the Youth of our generation that is 
passing down the valley of life will never return in sunshine or 
cloud. If it is not now developed through education, the 
loss to future generations is irretrievable. No process of 
nature can bring back the undeveloped power of an unedu- 
cated mind. No organization that fails to contribute to 
the onward sweep of the ages can justify its existence, nor 
can it long endure. The call to all Templars is clear and 
definite to provide added means for educating the mentally 
fit that the march of popular government may not be retarded, 
and that the world citizen of tomorrow may contribute his 
full share to the material and spiritual wealth of the nation. 
We cannot do the task alone, but may we not by our unselfish 
example inspire others to emulate our deeds? Anticipating 
the needs of educated men in that tempestuous tomorrow 
that will so soon follow this restless age, let us, Templars with 
a vision extending beyond the horizon of our own time and 
with a realization that there is no more valuable gift to society 
than that of a cultured and noble mind, give our most earnest 
consideration to the building of a better educated generation 
than any that have gone before. 
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
